Gordon in the early part of September, 
Admiral Schley found Gen, Brooke with the 
United States forces encamped at Rio Pie- 
dras. about eight miles from San Juan. 

Communication was established Iimmedi- 
ately after the transport Seneca, contain- 
ing Admiral Schley and General Gordon, 
had anchored in the harbor of San Juan. 
It was then in order for the United States 
commissioners tc meet a corresponding 
body of representatives of the Spanish gov- 
ernment and headquarters of the joint com- 
mission was established at the Hotel In- 

laterra in San Juan. It was the general 
mpression that the services of interpreters

Calls at White House and Tells Mr. 
Roosevelt That the Work 
Is Now Near the End. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Admiral Dewey 
called upon President Roosevelt today, 


but did not discuss with him the Schley 
court of inquiry except to tell the President 


that the public sessions of the court would 
be concluded in a few days. 

“When we begin to sift the testimony,”’ 
said the admiral, our real work will begin. 
I told Secretary Long when he asked me 
fo become president of the court that 1 
would rather go through another battle in 


Manila Bay. The hardest part of this work 
will be wading through the mass of testi- 


mony and reaching our conclusions. I have 
two able associates, however, and realize 
that we are on trial before the country as 
well as Admiral Schiey. Two abler, better 
men could not have been secured than Ad- 
mirals Benham and Ramsey.”

It is recognized in court circles that if 
the disease is not stamped out before 
spring, the festivities, as far as the at- 
tendance of visitors is concerned, are 
destined to be a failure in any event, and 
that the London tradesmen and hotel keep- 
ers will be pretty well ruined after their 
previous losses due to the war and the 
Queen's death.

ENGLAND NOT OVERRUN BT 
AMERICAN CAPITAL. 


IT IS REALLY THE OTHER WAY 


Billions of English Money Has for 
Years Been Flowing Into Every 
Part of the United States. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2—The American people 
are misled in the gush of talk over the 
American invasion of England because a 
few million American dollars are invested 
there. Billions of English money have for 


years been flowing into every large town |' 


and into every state in the United States. 

This is the trade situation as seen by E. 
Seymour Bell, F. R. G. S., who 18 months 
ago arrived in Chicago as special British 
commercial agent in the United States. Mr. 
Bell sails for England on Nov. 13 on a fur- 
lough of two or three months. 

Asked concerning American and British 
trade rivalry, he said: 

“As far as quantities are concerned, we 
cannot, owing to the immense resources of 
the United States, hope to retain supremavy. 
There is no reason, however, for thinking 
we cannot hold our own with any other 
nation in any part of the world. The Brit- 
ish are resouceful and energetic, and will 
not sit down quietly to see their com- 
merce taken from thém.

Fires House and Cremates 
His Last Victim. 


WAS CRAZED OVER DIVORCE 


CLIMAX WAS THE EILLING OF A 
HORSE AND COW. 


Isrealson’s Family Troubles and Fath- 
er-in-Law’s Attempt to Get His 
Daughter a Divorce Had 
Made Him a Maniac. 

IRON RIVER, Mich., Nov. 2.—A maniac 
ran amuck near Beechwood, a small settle- 


ment eight miles west of here, today, and 
as a result three persons besides himselt 


of him 


are dead and a fourth is dying. 

One Isrealson, a homesteader, 
principal figure in the tragedy. In a wild, 
maniacal fit, due to domestic troubles, he 
shot his wife, her father, sister and mother 
and then turned the murderous weapon 
upon himself. 

His last victim was his aged mother-in- 
law, whose body, after setting fire to the 
house, he threw into the flames. Then 
seeking the spot where his wife lay he de- 
posited three sticks of dynamite upon the 
Sround, shot himself and fell dead at her 
side. 

One year ago Andrew Lindstrom, wife and 
two daughters, aged 8 and 17 years, came 
from Sweden to this place and located on 
a farm adjoining Isrealson's place. In due 
time Isrealson became acquainted with the 
older of the two girls, and the acquaintance 
ripened into stronger attachment. The 


was the 


| parents objected to Isrealson. 


Last spring the young couple left home 
one day, going to Crystal Falls, where they 
were married. They immediately went to 
live in a house prepared by the groom. Mat- 
ters moved along quietly for several 
months, and then Isrealson and his wife 
had frequent quarrels, in which the old 
eople took the part of the ‘ory ve" wife. 
The husband then commenced to bestow 
his affections elsewhere. The parents 
finally decided to invoke the aid of the 
law and secure a divorce for their daugh- 
ter. This forenoon they intended putting 
their plans in operation, going to Isrealson's 
home, accompanied by the younger daugh- 
ter. Lindstrom left his wife and the latter 
in the house while he went across the road 
to P. O. Gronlund's barn to secure a light 
wagon in which to drive to town. 
While he was there Israelson must have 
become involved in a quarrel with the wom- 
en folk. The little girl was seen to run 
from the house, when she was shot in the 
back by the enraged man. His aged moth- 
er-in-law then rushed from the house and 
was also shot down. He next turned his at- 
tention to the old man across the road and 
in an instant sent a ball crashing through 
his body. The young wife had rushed from 
the house and started to run through the 
Held. but before she had gone 10 rods she 
was overtaken by her husband, who shot 
her in the face. The ball passed through 
the brain, killing her in a few moments. 
The enraged man then shot a cow feed- 
ing in the field and the horse which the 
old man had started to hitch up. His next 
move was to apply a match to the house, 
which was soon In flames. He then threw 
the body of the woman into the flames and 
stood by and watched it burn. Then going 
to his wife’s body and lying down beside 
it he sent a bullet crashing into his own 
brain. He evidently had planned this 
wholesale slaughter, either in one way or 


another, for three sticks of dynamite were 


found 'lying beside his body, where they 
had fallen. It is the opinion of. neighbors 
that if he had not succeeded with the gun 
he intended to use the dynamite in blowing 
up the house when they were all inside.

PITIFUL PLEA OF A YOUNG SHOP- 
LIFTER. 


FATHER GAVE THEM NO MONEY 


“Mamma Called at School for Me and 
Made Me Take Things, Though 
I Told Her It Was Wrong.” 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.— My mamma 
taught me to steal, and I had to do it,.“ 
sobbed little Emma Paucheck, a pretty 
golden-haired, blue-eyed maiden of 14 years, 
to the police sergeant at the West Thir- 
tieth street station. She and her mother, 
Mary Paucheck of 43 Gray street, Jersey 
City, were caught robbing a dry goods 
store on Sixth avenue by the firm's wom- 
an detective. 


The detective was watching the mother 


and child for nearly half an hour saunter- 


ing through the various departments. Act- 
ing under the mother's directions, the child 
managed to purloin one boy's suit of 
clothes, one woman’s jacket, a pocketbook 
and several ribbons and _ trinkets. She 


handed the articles to her mother, who 
concealed them under her long gray loose 
cloak. 

Mother and daughter then went out into 
the crowded street, closely followed by the 
detective, who immediately seized the wom- 
an and attempted to arrest her. She strug- 
gied, broke free and ran up the crowded 
thoroughfare amid shouts of Stop thief! 
Hundreds quickly joined in the chase, and 
the woman, finding escape impossibie, sur- 
rendered. 

In the meantime one of the shop assis- 
ants had caught the frightened little girl, 
and both she and her mother were taken 
to the police station. 

As soon as she saw her mother being led 
away the poor child burst into a fit of 
weeping, and sobbed out a pitiful story 
through her tears. Les, I had to steal, 
she continued; my father won't give moth- 
er any money. I have lots of nice things 
at home which you can have if you send for 
them. I don't want them and I never did. 

Here the child took out of her jacket 
pocket a school certificate of good conduct. 
“We've been stealing for a long time. Moth- 
er used to fetch me from school and bring 
me over to New York. I told her 1 didn't 
like to steal and that I was afraid, because 
I knew it was wrong, but mother said we 
must go on doing it together.

CHIGAGO, Nov. 2.—When the explosion 
of a gasoline stove destroyed the interior 
fitting of the penny lunchroom at 295 Clark 
street the other day it caused a temporary 


that Chicago has ever known. The penny 
lunch establishment of the St. Luke's So- 
clety was located there and had been doing | 
a rushing business for some time. The — 
did not stop the cheap lunch selling, but it 
was at once decided that the fittings and 
furniture from any other penny lunchroom 
should be moved in and the place kept open. 
No recent enterprise has attracted more at- 
tention both in Chicago and in outside cities 
than has this branch of the work of the 
St. Luke's Society. When the penny lunch- 
room was 2 opene a in the midst of the 
saloons of t ‘levee’ district the predic- 
tion was made by the neighbors that it 
would not last long, or if it did it would 
cost the promoters several cents for every 
penyworth of food that was sold over its 
counter. These predictions were not ful- 
lled, however, and the patronage of the 
stablishment increased from day to day 
and it soom became what its promoters, the 
officers of the St. Luke’s Society, intended 
it should, self-supporting. 

The articles on the bill of fare at the St. 
Luke's penny lunchhouses are all 1 cent 
each and the patron has his choice of soup, 
beans, beef tea, weinerwurst, rolls, dough- 
nuts, ple, cake, mush and milk, cereals or 
coffee for his 1 cent. Soon after the Clark 
street house was opened, it being the first 
one of fifteen or twenty which the society 
intends to establish, the number of people 
daily fed amounted to over 1000 and on ope 
day 1200 checks were handled. The average 
amount expended by each patron is 5 cents, 
and from the above bill it is claimed that 
he can get nourishing food that will suf- 
fice for 24 hours and not only sustain life, 
but keep him in good physical condition. 

Though the accident of the fire interfered 
somewhat with the plans of the society for 
extending the penny lunchroom system the 
success of the Clark street place has en- 
couraged the officers to plan nearly a score 
of others to be located in the saloon dis- 
trict downtown. The society is an associa- 
tion of people whose object it is to cure of 
the drink and drug habit men and wome 
who have been impoverished or their health 
broken by the vse of liquor or drugs. The 
penny lunchcounter is only one of the de- 
partments of its work. 

It is the theory of President E. O. Miller 
that nine-tenths of the men who are down 
in the world have been brought to this by 
the use of drugs or liquor. The society is 
divided into departments, each of ich 
undertakes some part of the work of lp- 
ing deserving poor men and freeing rich 
and poor alike from the effects of their 
liquor and drug appetites. The plan on 
which the society is operated makes it 
self-sustaining, the amount that is paid by 
those who can afford to pay reimburses for 
all expenditures on account of those who 
are without money. But the penny lunch- 
houses are within themselves self-sypport- 
ing and the lunches are not given away; 
all are sold at the low price. 

Not long ago Charities, a New York publi- 
cation, had this to say about the penny 
lunchroom: 

“We shall walt with interest information 
as to the effect of cheap food on the stand- 
ard of living and of wages and as to wheth- 
er it has the effect of drawing to the city 
an increased number of persons of the type 
that are satisfred with 6-cent fare.“ 

Prof. Miller and the officers of St. Luke’s 
society say that they do not believe the 
evident fear of the writer of the above, that 
cheap fare will make cheap men, is to be 
realized, or that the penny lunchhouses will 
contribute to this cheapening of men. On 
the other hand, they are proceeding on the 
idea that the nourishing food-supplied for a 
Small price save from bad habits and asso- 
Clations the man whose temporary condi- 
tion, from whatever cause brought about, 
makes cheap food desirable. The opinion of 
a workingman on the penny lunchroom is 
quoted in support of this. This workman 
is of the opinion that the place where he 
can get the penny lunch saves the man 
from going to the saloon, where his nickel 
buys the lunch, but also buys the beer 
which he drinks, and instead of getting the 
one feed, he can at the penny lunch counter 
on a pinch subsist for a whole day on the 
food purchased with his nickel. This man 
is represented as saying that it is a bless- 
ing under these conditions to have a place 
where a fellow can go and spend his nick- 
el honestly.”

“WAS BEATEN 10 DEATH 


MURDERERS ARRESTED MORE 
THAN A YEAR AGO. 


ONE OF THEM HAS CONFESSED 


George W. Noble Was Called From His 
Bed at Night and Hit With a 
Club on His Doorstep. 


CATLETTSBURG, Ky., Nov. 2.—George 
W. Noble, an aged and respected citizen 
of Lawrence County, was found dead at his 
home on Buffalo creek, September 23, 1900, 
with evidence of having been brutally mur- 
dered. The local authorities failed to un- 
ravel the mystery. 

Willlam Hardy and George 
both of Lawrence County, are under ar- 
rest, charged with the murder. Lambert 
made a voluntary confession to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Andrews and Sheriff Dovel, 
implicating himself and Hardy. 

Lambert said that September 22, 1900, he 
met William Hardy. who told him that he 
had seen old man Noble draw a lot of gold 
from the Huntington bank, and Hardy 
said: “I am going to have that gold.“ 
Lambert says he finally went with Hardy 
to Noble's place. 

Hardy stationed Lambert in the road to 
keep watch and then went into the yard 
of Noble's home and called te him.

these lands no longer existed and the Boer 
armies had been annihilated, there is today 
three strong and mobile forces of Boers in 
the field, aggregating probably 20,000 well- 


s armed men. 


These Boer forces in the past six months 
have captured over 100,000 cattle and horses 
and 20,000 prisoners. They have inflicted on 
the British Josses of over $50,000,000. Most 
of the burghers have two horses, many of 
them three—enabling them to make rapid 
marches and quick retreats. The British 
march wearily about the country with 
wagons (drawn by slow-moving oxen) load- 
ed down with camp equipments, food sup- 
plies for men and cattle, and the loot and 
plunder from farmhouses. 


War Has Cost 

$1,000,000,000. 

The losses have “‘staggered’’ Great Brit- 
ain. The war has cost her over one billion 
dollars in gold—a sum twice greater than 


the entire value of the republics if sold fo 
the highest bidder—and over one hundred 
thousand of her troops have been rendered 
hors du combat, killed, wounded in battle, 
died from disease, sick in the hospitals and 
invalided home. A large number of their 
men are stil] further incapacitated for ac- 
tive service owing to climatic conditions of 
South Africa. 

The Boer total losses in killed and dying 
from wounds in battle have not exceeded 
1800, but the loss in property and the im- 
poverishment of the people has been very, 
very great. Thousands of women and chil- 
dren are left in a state of destitution. 


Sixty-five thousand women and children 
are held prisoners by the British, confined 


in barns, outbuildings, tents ahd prison 
pens, guarded by soldiers and suppited with 
a ration of two pounds of flour and three 
peunds of mealies (cornmeal) per week to 
each person, issued by the government 
storehouses.

WATER FAMINE 


These Two Conditions Con- | 


RESULTS OF SUMMER DROUTH 


RAINFALL WAS JUST ENOUGH TO 
MATURE CROPS. 


As Result Streams and Springs Are 
Dry, Water Is Being Hauled Miles 
and Flames Are Rapidly 
Spreading. 


Water famine and forest fires are two 
evils which at this time seriously threaten 
the farming interests in verious parts of 
Missouri. During the summer the drouth 
conditions were so severe as to seriously 
menace the crops, then not matured. To- 
ward the close of the crop season the 
rains began to fall and the yield of corn, 
oats and other field products was saved. 
Corn was the only really short growth. 
The rains that fell, were, however, just 
enough to furnish moisture to the vege- 
tation, but there was no surplus. 
of this most of the springs and minor wa- 
ter courses are dry: In many districts of 
the state water for drinking and for stock 
is hard to get. Dispatches to the Post-Dis- 


patch show that water is being hauled 
sometimes from as far as eight miles away. 
The dryness which characterizes the veg- 
etation throughout the state haa also had 
the effect of — the forests as * as 
tinder. This has led to many forest fires 
some of which were of a very destructive 
nature. The following telegrams to the 
Post-Dispatch are characteristic of the 
conditton in other parts of the state. 


FARMERS FIGHT FOREST FIRES.

POPLAR BLUFF, Mo., Nov. 2.—The 
fiercest forest fires since 1835 are raging on 
the range 4 few miles south of this city. 
The woods have been in flames for three 
days and thousands of head of cattle and 
horses are in danger. 

Farmers and stockmen have turned out 
en masse today to fight the flames, but they 
have made very little progress. The fire 


will cause a famine for feed for cattle this 
winter on acount of the drouth this summer 
cutting crops short. The fires have caused 
dense clouds of smoke to hang over this

SISTER AT His BEDSIDE 


Octoroon, Who Claimed to Be His Wife, 
May Share in the Millions 
Left Behind.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Edward 8. Stokes, 
the slayer of Jim Fisk, died at 4 o'clock 


This evening at the home of his sister, Mrs. 
Howard McNutt. When the end came his 
head was pillowed on the shoulder of his 
faithful negro valet, Henry Dennist. Mrs. 
McNutt,» Kneeling at the bedside, was the 
only relative presen 

For three days Mf. Stokes had been un- 
conscious dying slowly of Bright's dis- 
ease. At the same hour that death claimed 
Mr. Stokes, Rosamond Barclay, the sup- 
posed octoroon, who has been his compan- 
ion for years, and who says she is his wife, 
left the Stokes residence in West venty- 
ninth street. She left it dismantle and 
untenanted and hurried away with her 
mother and maid, refusing to reveal her fu- 
ture plans. Whether she will claim a wid- 
ow's share in the millions which Edward 
Stokes is believed to have left is not 


known. 

Edward 8. Stokes was born in Philadel- 
phia, April 27, 1841. He was well edu- 
cated, was a tall, slender, graceful, pol- 
ished, dashing and strikingly handsome 
man. In physical charm Ed Stokes was 
@ masculine replica of his beautiful mother. 

When 24 years old he abruptly abandoned 
his desk in his father’s office and came 
to New York City. 

In New York, when Ed Stokes arrived, 
were a noted man and a notorious woman. 
The one was Jim Fisk, the other, Josephine 
Mansfield. 

Fisk, the Vermont Yankee, had risen 
from a peddler to be a power in the finan- 
clal world. Jay Gould was his partner, 
and together they controlled a big share of 
the money interests of the country. Rail- 
roads were their playthings. 

Josephine Mansfield was_a big, bold-eyed, 
red-cheeked woman, relentless and cunning, 
Born in Boston, she had been taken in girl 
hood 4 her parents to California, wnere 
her father was killed in a duel and where 
she became the wife of Frank Lawler, an 
actor. Her name speedily became a by- 
word along the Pacific coast. Finally driv- 
en out of California for her flagrant mis- 
conduct there, she divorced her husband 
and appeared in New York. 

Here her ostentatious extravagance be- 
came tho talk of the town, and here she 
met and captured Jim Fisk. He loaded her 
with costly jewels and gave her a hand- 
some and superb furnished residence. 

Then Stokes appeared—and the woman 
fell under his fascination, For a year Miss 
Mansfield deceived Fisk, and during that 
time the coarse, good-hearted Erie xing 
helped: Stokes to make money in Wa 
street.

Assassin Ozolgosz Was Sane, 
Say the Experts. 


CRIME DUE TO FALSE BELIEFS. 


NOTHING IN HIS HISTORY TO IN- 
DICATE LUNACY. 


Report Made by Drs. Fowler, Orego 
and Putnam, Specialists, to the 
District Attorney of 
Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, N. T., Nov. 2.—Drs. Fowler, 
Crego and Putnam, the specialists who 
were required by District Attorney Penney 
to examine into the mental condition of 
Leen Czolgosz, the assassin of President 
MoKinley, have made public their report 
in which they state as the result of fre- 
quent examinations of Czalgosz, of the re- 
ports of his watchers and of his behavior 
in court that they have “concluded that 
he was sane at the time he planned the 
murder, when he shot the president and 
when he was on trial.” 

His first examination was buta few hours 
after the commission of the crime and 
when he was still uninformed of the fate 
of his victim. During the first three ex- 
aminations Czolgosz answered questions 
unhesitatingly. After that, however, he 
became more cautious and less communli- 
eative. He had a common school educa- 
tion, the reports say, and read and wrote 
well. During the first day's examination 


he said he planned killing the president 
three or four days after he came to Butf- 


Not One Trace 
of Insanity. 


The report then recites, in Czolgosz’s own 
words, the assassin’s story of the murder of 
President McKinley. The sanity of Czol- 
gosz was held, the report says, from the 
history of his life, as it came from him. 
He had been sober, industrious and law- 
abiding; till he was 21 years of age he was, 
as others of his class, a believer in the gov- 
ernment of this country and of the religion 
of his fathers. After he cast his first vote 

made the acquaintance of anarchistic 
ers, who invited him to their meetings. 

e was a good listener and, in a short time, 

adopted their theories. He was con- 
sistent in his adherence to anarchy. He did 

t believe in government, therefore he re- 

to vote. He did not believe in mar- 
because he did not believe in law.

Postmaster-General Will Recommend a 
Large Increase of Appropriation 
for Service for Coming Year. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The first steps 
taken by the President toward an exten- 
sion of the classified service will be to in- 
stitute the rural free delivery employees 
This will doubtless be followed by the in- 
clusion of fourth class postmasters. 

The action relative to the rural free de- 


livery service was taken after consulta- 
tion with the civil service commissioners 
and the postmaster general. The details 
of classification will be arranged by Mr. 
Smith and the new commissioner, William 
Dudley Foulke. It is intended to make the 
rural free delivery carrier a permanent em- 
ploye,who can be removed only for in- 
efficiency. 

The rural free delivery service is rapidly 
growing and has already assumed consider- 
able proportions. ‘On November there were 
5600 route. In the past four months 1300 new 
routes have been established. Nearly 4,00,- 
000 people are served by these carriers. 

Postmaster-Geenral Smith believes in the 
future growth and importance of rural free 
delivery. He has recemmended an $F bso, - 
priation for fhe next fiscal year of $6,250,- 

to maintain this service. This 18 an 
increase of 32, 750,000 over the appropriation 
for this year.

SCHOOL TEACHERS 


President Schroers Asks Aid 
of St. Louis Citizens. 


WANTS THEM TO JOIN SOCIETY. 


BENEVOLENT ANNUITY ASSOCIA- 
TION IS THE ORGANIZATION. 


Plan Urged by School Board’s Head 
Made Necessary by Gov. Dockery’s 
Veto of Bill for Ap- 
propriation, 


President John Schroers of the Board of 
Education has issued an appeal for the co- 


operation of the citizens ot St. Louis in 


building up the Benevolent Amnuity Asso- 
olation, an organization founded by public 
school teachers for the benefit of the super- 
annuated teachers of St. Louis. 

This association, organized only a few 
years ago, was given a severe setback in 
its infancy by Gov. Dockery. He vetoed a 
bill providing for an appropriation of a cer- 
tain portion of public school funds annually 


for the association. 

The governor’s action makes it necessary 
for the association and its friends to re- 
sort to other means to secure funds. 

The small percentage of their monthly 
salaries paid by the teachers who are mem- 
bers of the aasociation will not be suff 
cient for the purposes of the association— 
that is to support and provide for public 
school teachers who become incapacitated 
for further work by their long service in 
the schools. 

So the plan has been decided upon of se- 
curing as many associate members as pos- 
sible. All that is necessary to become an 
associate member is to agree to pay $5 an- 
nually into the permanent fund yf the as- 
sociation 

Prof. C. M. Woodward is at the head of 
the board of trustees of the annuity asso- 
clation. E. C. Eliot and James L. Ford 
of the board are also members.

Coroner Funkhouser should carry out his expressed determina- 
tion to sift the matter to the bottom. The health department 
should co-operate with him. P 

It will not do merely toestop making diphtheria antitoxin and 
call in the supply distributed. 

Who was responsible and how was the mistake made, are the 
questions to be answered. 

Carelessness in a matter of this kind where life is at stake is a 
crime. Steps should be taken to render it impossible that impure 
immunizing material should even he sent out from the health de- 
partment. Otherwise it will soon become the death department. 


The fact that in proportion to population St. Louis has far 
greater banking power than Chicago is peculiarly appropriate to 
the twentieth century World's Fair City.

A timely and much needed reminder this, that material riches 
may be accompanied by intellectual and spiritual poverty. Let 
us not bury ourselves in the material and sensual pleasures of 
wealth, but lift ourselves to the plane of life itself, where only 
real happiness can be found. 

“Tet us remember,” he goes on, that as much has been given 
us much will be expected from us.“ ss 

This is the law of life which must not be violated if national 
prosperity is to be made permanent. The individual or nation 
who takes but does not give in equal measure is poor indeed. 
This is the paradox of truth—it is more blessed to give than to re- 
ceive. We may get trade and conquer markets, but this is only 
greasy prosperity. It must be transfigured by adherence to an 
ethical ideal higher and nobler than any found in mere commer-

“The season is nigh when, according to, 
the time-hallowed custom of our people, 
the Prasident appoints a day as the es- 
pecial occasion for praise and thanksgiving 
to God, 

This thanksgiving finds the people still 
bowed with sorrow for the death of a 
great and good President. We mourn 
President McKinley, we so loved and hon- 
ored him; and the manner of his death 
should awaken in the breasts of our peo- 
ple a keen anxicty for the country and at 
the same time a resolute rpose not to be 
driven by an om the path of 
strong, orderly, popules libe which, as 
au nation, we have thus far safely trod. ; 

“Yet in spite of this great disaster, it is 
nevertheless true that no people on earth 
have such abundant cause for thanksgiv- 
ing as we have. The past year in partic- 
ular has been one of peace and plenty. We 
have prospered in things material and have 
been able to work for our own uplifting in 
things intellectual and spiritual. Let us 
remember that, as much has been given ua 
much will be expected from us, and that 
true homage comes from the heart as well 
as from the lips and shows itself in d . 
We can best prove our tha ulness to the 
Almighty by the way in which, on thia 
earth and at this time, each of us does his 
duty to his fellow man. .

WEW YORK CALLED UPON TO 
MEET FOREIGN REQUIREMENTS. 


LIGHT STOCK SPECULATION 


Industrial Depression in Germany and 
Russia Responsible for a Decrease 
in American Exports.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—It was hoped that 
the gold exports, coming late in the wéek, 
would not figure for their full amount in 
the bank statement under the average sys- 
tem. But the cash decrease proved to be 
$1,500,000 in excess of the estimates. The 
loan item showed the process of loan ex- 
pansion by the banks still heavy in force. 
The London money market showed relief 
by redisbursement of November dividends, 
and sterling at Paris recovered a fraction. 


Further gold exports from New York next 
week are counted as a practical certainty. 

Prices of stocks have drifted uncertain- 
ly during the whole of the past week, with 
no consistent miovement defined at any 
time. The conflicting eddies in the pool 
ot speculation have been due to the move- 
ments of individual stocks under the in- 
fluence of special causes. 

For the first time this year the weekly 
transactions in stocks have fallen below the 
aggregate transactions for the correspond- 
ing period last .year, during one of the 
weeks of Ocober, yet a survey of the tran- 
sactions of the whole month reveals an 
aggregate of 14,023,147 shares, compared With 
a total of 10,900,980 for October of last year, 
which was in turn the largest aggregate 
of transactions for any October in the pre- 
vious ten years. 

Sales of bonds for the October just end- 
ed amounted to a par value of $64,954,600, 
compared with $42,z9/,600 in October of last 
year and 850,747,980 in October of 1898. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the sensa- 
tion of dullness is due to the contrast with 
the furious activity of the speculative fur- 
ore of the earlier part of the year, when 
the daily transactions at the Stock Ex- 
change ran from 1,000,000 to 3,000,000 shares 
a day for many successive days. It is 
true, however, that speculative operations 
have fallen to a low ebb, and are left al- 
most wholly in the hands of professional 
operators. The multiplication of securities 
listed and dealt in by their expanded share 
issues counts for the maintenance of the 
amount of business in the stock market. 

The usual withdrawals of banking depos- 
its for active circulation in the course of 
the crop movement makes this normaliy a 
period of dullness in speculation. The fos- 
tering cause of speculative activity is the 
oe of idle reserves in the banks 
which are loyed by the average spec- 
ulator in the 12 of loans on call. 

it is found to be the invariable rule that 
a demand for money for mercantile and 
industrial purposes works a contraction of 
the supply available for speculative pur- 
poses on call, no matter what the ruling 
interest rate for call loans may amount to. 
Thus in December, 1899, when the war in 
the Transvaal broke out, the demand for 
call loans for speculative commitments on 
the Stock Exchange ran the rate up to 
188 per cent per annum and precipitated a 
severe panic but did not check the Sutgo of 
gold to London. Speculation is, therefore, 
naturally timid in times of strong currents 
in the shiftings of money supplies. 

Opinions continue to vary as to what will 
be the ultimate direction of values when 
Speculation issues from its present dor- 
mant and hesitating condition. 

The aggregate requirements of foreign 
money markets, until the turn of the year, 
are still undefined, and the events of the 
week point to the likelihood that the New 
York money market will be called upon to 
meet those requirements, ‘The beginning 
of gold exports in Paris and the advance 
in the Bank of England discount rate 
point 1 to that conclusion. The abil- 
ity of foreign markets to command gold 
from New York in the face of the heavy 
trade balance in our favor for many 
months is now seen to be due to the enor- 
mons return of foreign holdings of securi- 
tles to domestic holders and large borrow- 
ings by home capitalists and syndicates 
during the struggle for control of the 
Northern Pacific and the organization of 
the United States Steel Corporation. The 
| prolongation of the Boer war keeps Europe 
shut off. from its customary source of gold 
supply, while the continued production in 
this country makes it the most available 
source of supply. 

Industrial depression in Germany and in 
Russia have involved heavy losses, French 
capital having been heavily committed in 
Russia. This is held to account for the 
calling home of French capital. There have 
been suggestions also that foreign caplital- 
ists have not entirely approved of the uses 
to which this money was put by the bor- 
rowing capitalists and syndicates there. 
The depression abroad is already reacted 
in a de * in the decline in our exports 
and in the increased competition of surplus 
production and lower prices and the ques- 
tion is how much farther this tendency may 
0. Attention has been attracted this week 
vy reports of retirements from business 
of wheat exporters on account of the dis- 
apppointing foreign demand and the col- 
lapse of ship carrying rates, so that specu- 
lative contracts both in wheat and ocean 
freights have involved lossses. The export 
of iron products has avowedly fallen to in- 
significant proportions, although the urgent 
demands of the home trade are given to 
eccount for this.

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The law also applies to the corporations 
which exist in every meee of the state 
of IIlinois, and under the decision they can 
all be made to pay taxes.

PUT HUMAN BLOOD IN RABBITS. 


Tests Being Made at Health Depart- 
ment to Change Animal’s 
Vital Fluid. 

. MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 2.—-Two rab- 
bits imprisoned in a wire cage in the 
health department at the City Hall are be- 
ing inoculated’ with human blood. If the 
operation turns out satisfacto the blood 
of the rabbits will respond to — and 


other tests just as would the blood of a 
human being, and consequently if the bun- 
nies survive the experience and live until 
oecasion requlres, rtions of their blood 
may appear in the criminal courts to 
prove that some blood found. on the 
clothes or on the trail of some supposed 
murderer was the blood of a human be- 


ing. 

Physicians have ascertained that the 

blo serum of one animal injected into the 
system of another and different species 
of animal will change the blood of the 
second animal into practically the same 
as the first. The blood of a rabpit, for in- 
stance, into which human bilo has been 
injected will react the same as the blood 
of a human being, and the blood of a 
rabbit into which the blood of a sheep has 
been injected will react the same as the 
blood of a sheep. , 
To properly prepare the humanized blood 
serum in the rabbits, six injections of ten 
cubic centimeters, at intervals of four or 
five days, are required. The bunnies in the 
City Hall have received: four injections 
thus far. One of them seems to fee}- 
— slightly indisposed, refusing to eat and 
drink and apparently becoming s<«newhat 
malicious in temper. After all th injec- 
tions are made the rabbits will be kept for 
2 purposes in medical legal 
os ts.

MATTOON, III., Nov. 2.—An investigation 
is being made by the Coles County grand- 
jury to discover who is responsible for ex- 
isting condition in the case of Charles A.

After being indicted Calson was admitted 


to bail in the sum of $1600. He went to 
Oklahoma, and when his case was called in 
Mattoon failed to appear. His bond was 
forfeited. Upon an attempt being made 
later on to extradite him, the claim was set 
forth that the prosecuting . John 
F. Voigt, Jr., had agreed to dro e case 
if the bond was forfeited and Colson re- 
mained out of IIIinois. 

In taking up the case the grandjury 
asked special instructions from Judge Dunn 
of the county court. The court’s reply was 
as follows: 

“If there was an agreement made before 
the forfeiture of Charles Colson's bond in 
the Mattcon city court, whereby Colson 
was not to appear in the city court to an- 
Swer to charges against him, but was to 
forfeit bond and pay the amount thereof, 
and remain out of the state, and, thereupon 
the state’s attorney was not to ask for 
requisition of Colson here for trial, it would 
be a felony, and any one aidi or abetting 
the same would be equally guilty. 

The crime would be bribery.” 


The Case Involves

The Colson men were identified with 
varied lucrative interests: Gabe Colson con- 
ducted a hardware store and @ grocery es- 
tablishment, owne@ a livery stable, was 
proprietor of storage rooms and conducted 
a moving business. With his gon he dealt 
in real estate, bought and sold blooded 
horses and was agent for homestead lands 
a His wealth was estimated at 
19, b 

Acute, active and farseeing, the Colsons 
were regarded as the most influential men 
in the city. They exerted a potent force 
upon Republican city and county litics. 

For several years they owned a junk 
rard. Later this interest was in charge of 

harles Colson, the son, 

For several years also the Big Four and 
Illinois Central Railway missed brass jour- 
nals, stolen from engines and cars. The 
losses amounted into the tens of thous- 
ands of dollars. Detectives sought to ferret 
out the thieves, but they were too well or- 
ganized and escaped detection. Finally 
after infinite patience and diligence, severa 
small boys were detected stealing brasses. 
On trial they confessed — the stuff to 
Charles Colson. This gave the sleuths a 
clew. One day in December, 1899, an II- 
Unols Central car, consigned to Collits, 
Zwick & Co. of 9 was intercepted in 
the local yards by the detectives. They 
broke the seal and found therein several 
thousand pounds of brass journals belong- 
ing to the Big Four and Illinois Central 
Railways. The stuff was easily identified. 
The wayvbill showed Charles Colson’s name 
as consignor. The find caused a profound 
sensation, but the Colsons assured their 
friends that their vindication would follow 


speedily. 
Colsons Were Indicted 
for Buying the Property. 


Gabe R. and Charles A. Colson were in- 
dicted in the Mattoon City Court on the 
charge of purchasing and receiving stolen 


goods. They retained the best criminal 
lawyers, but the state presented a strong 
case, 

N. Coen, a buyer for Calita, Zwick & 
Co., testified he had purchased the stuff 
from Charles Colson in Gabe Colson's 
presence. He paid them over $600 and 
never got the brasses. Coen’s draft for the 
amount, which Charles Colson had cashed, 
as well as the waybill, were produced in 
evidence. 

Ed Garfield was the prosecution's star 
witness. He had formerly managed the 
junk store for young Colson. After the 
car was opened by the detectives, Garfield 
disappeared. He was traced to South 
Dakota and brought back to testify. An 
Illinois Central detective was with him 
constantly, sleeping in the same room, 
eating at the same table, never allowing 
him out of his sight until after he left the 
witness stand. Garfield's evidence was 
most damning to the defendants. The jury 
was unable to agree and was discharged. 

The case came up at the following term 
of the City Court. Emery Andrews, the 
state’s attorney. had accumulated more 
evidence, and, despite the assaults of in- 
fluential friends of the defendants, prose- 
cuted the Colsons vigorously. It was the 
most sensatienal and acrimonious legal 
contest ever known in this portion of the 
atate. Gabe E. and Charles Colson were 
convicted. 

Judge James-F. Hughes of the city court 
set the verdicts e. The court held that 
the evidence as to Gabe Coleon was in- 
conclusive. It held that the indictment un- 
der which Charles Colson was found W 
was defective use of a technical - 
cal error. Charles Colson was held in d 
of $169 for appearance at the next term 
the city court.

Officials at the department say there is 
in this vacancy a grand Speen ng, for some 
budding diplomat. Zanzibar, they point 
out, which is a sultanate under the pro- 
tection of the British empire, rejoices in a 
climate so productive that it will make 
the hair grow on the head of a bald man 
For this reason, 2 assert, it is highly 
probable that a diplomatic sprout would 
develop into a Choate, a Pauncefote or 
even a Minister Wu in a remarkably short 
space of time. However, there does not 
seem to be any rush for the place, and 
the flag continues to wave where it was 
nailed by the last American consul es he 
made a run for a home-bound boat. 


“Jed” Riley’s 

Experience. 
American diplomacy is the one thing that 
does not seem to flourish in Zanzibar. It 


kept abreast of malaria and mosquitoes un- 
til Jed! Riley was appointed as custodian 
of the modest interest of the United States 
Then our diplomacy got off 
the track and the state department has 
never been able to get it to run smoothly 
again. 
Mr. Riley came from one of the first fam- 
mes of Virginia.

SMITHSONEAN INSTITUTE SENDS 
OUT AN EXPERT. 


In One Small Space He Found the 
Largest Mastodon Tooth Ever Seen 
and the Mine Will Now Be 
Worked Systematically. 


VINITA, I. T., Nov. 2.—Two or three 
weeks ago there appeared an article in 
reference to the coming of Prof. W. H. 
Holmes from the Smithsonian Institution 
of Washington to investigate a sulphur 
spring near Afton, twelve miles east of 
‘Vinita. For years that locality has been 
known to scientists as a hidden mineor 
wealth. This white sulphur spring is lo- 
cated out on the flat prairie about two 
miles north of the town of Afton. The sur- 
rounding prairie is not rolling, but flat; 


‘there are no hills for a considerable dis- 
tance and no timber for several miles. 

The spring, which never goes dry, is now 
at the lowest stage ever known, thus, af- 
fording an exceptional opportunity for the 
examination just finished. The water comes 
of in a bog or qua ire, and during most 
of the year for half an acre or more noth- 
ing can go into it without bogging up, and 
if you jump about anywhere on the bank 
jet bog will shake like a huge bowl of 

elly. 

The reputation of the locality as holding 
hidden wealth in the line of arrow point 
Spear points and other stone articles, and 
teeth and bones of extinct animals, start- 
ed a number of years ago. Several people 
of the neighborhood gathered to clean out 
the spring.

About a month ago the Institute sent out 
Prof. W. H. Holmes, head of the Bureau 
of Ethnology, accompained by W. A. Gill, 
government photographer and an as 
stant. arrived at Afton and began ex- 
Ploring the bog. In a week the ad ac- 
cumulated one of the most wonderful col- 
lections of pre-historic remains ever 
brought to light of science in any locality. 
Prof. Holmes filled three large boxes, each 
of which required three strong men to 
carry. These contained the larger teeth 
and bones, while a smaller box held the 
stone findings. The largest tooth—that of 
A mastodon—was sixteen inches long, teu 
inches deep, up and down and four inches 
wide across the top from side to side, and 
weighed 21 pounds. This is probably the 
largest tooth of those extinct animals ever 
Seen by man. Bear in mind this-is only 
he crown of the tooth above the jawbone; 
there is mt a particle of the root. The 
rest of the coilection consists of smaller 
tecth and of two distinct families—the 
mastodon and the mammoth.

A WHOLE STATE. 
HELD IN PAW 


Nevada Controlled by Cattle- 
men and Politicians. 


HOW PROSPECTS WERE RUINED 


ONLY FIVE PER CENT OF LAND IS 
TAKEN UP. 


Twenty Years Ago an Act of Congress 
Changed the Method of Making 
Land Grants and Checked 
Developments. 


CARSON CITY, Nev., Nov. 3.—The 
question is often asked. What is the mat- 
ter with Nevada?“ With an area of 71. 
000,000 acres, 95 per cent of this 37-year-old 
state is still owned by the federal govern- 
ment. With much fertile soll, less than 3 
per cent of the area is under fence and only 
about % to 1 per cent is under cultivation. 
The climate is unsurpassed, the soil pro- 
duces all desired and profitable crops, there 
are farming lands, stock ranches, mines, 
railroads and eight large streams with their 
branches furnish water. Notwithstanding 
these advantages population and wealth 
have steadily decreased, and during the 
past 12 months 19,000 homestead filings were 
accredited to Nevada, out of the 68,000 or 
more recorded in the general land office at 
Washington from the public land states. 

It is not difficult at this time to say just 
what has hindered the development of this 
western state, for Nevada has reached a 
turning point in her history. There have 
been minor difficulties, such as competition 


of California on the west and Colorado, 
Utah and other states on the east, the 
earlier disinclination of the Central Pacific 
Railroad to develop intermediate territory, 
aridity of soll and a decrease in the general 
rosperity of the silver mining interests. 

cause of Nevada’s trouble, however, 
lies deeper than this and may be said to 
have largely originated in the policy 
adopted towurd that state by Congress in 
the disposal of public lands. 

Every public land state, upon beipg ad: 
mitted to the Union, has received from 
the federal government title to sections 
16 and 36 in each township. In every state 


this has amounted to a magnificent do- 


main, and as provided by the enabling acts 
of each state, has been leased or sold, as 
the case might be, and the revenue de- 
voted to the public schools. Nevada was 
given this same donation when admitted 
as a state in 1864. In the 20 years following 
admisaion little attention was id to ag- 
riculture. The great Comstock mine of 
Virginia City furnished nearly all the ma- 
terial prosperity of the state, and agri- 
culture even in the form of live stock rais- 
ing was looked upo as a very minor in- 
dustry. 

In 1580, when in careless or indifferent 
mood, Congress enacted a law at the insti- 
gation of a few far-seeing Nevata cattle- 
men by which the school sections 16 and 36 
were taken back into the possession of the 
United States. In return for this refund 
of land Congress authorized the state of 
Nevada to select 2,000,000 acres of federal 
land in any part of the state desired, and 
as fast as selections have been made title 
has been given. It is not too much to say 
that from this piece of legislation has 
arisen ern all the lla which have 
afflict this western commonwealt 


Oattlemen Were er 1 
Beneficiaries. 

The livestock*growers of the Pacific coast 

were quick to see the edvantages to be ob- 


tained under this law, and they secured 
the 1 of a state law which made it 
possible for one man to obtain control of 
as much land as he might need and in such 
localities as he might choose. The Nevada 
legislature enacted a land law which gave 
each citizen the right to buy 640 acres of 
state land. This privilege was not confined 
to residents of the state, and the land was 
sold only after being selected by those who 
were to buy. 
A cattleman desiring to secure control of 
a range filed an avplication with the state 
government for the purc of acres of 
land, this land probably being distributed in 
#-acre tracts along one or more or 
numerous well-watered and fertile valleys 
of Nevada. It was not necessary that the 
cattleman should confine his application to 
640 acres, however, for the law allowed him 
to act as agent for other; so all he had to 
do was to use the names of his family or 
friends, as the case 2 Ry and file ap- 
plications for as many as he cared to 
y for.

That this is so is shown in the records 
of the land office, for in 1899 there weré 
but three homesteads filed in the entire 
state of Nev „ only nine roved upon 
and not a single desert land claim, timber 
claim or stone claim was filed under the 
federal laws. The state law made land 
ownership to those who had influence and 
control of the water supply too easy for 
them to resort to federal channels. Here- 
after any citizen obtaining land in the 
state of Nevada will be compelled to se- 
cure it under the federal law, but the 
trouble is that under the shrewd distri- 
bution of the state holdings all of the 
water, all of the fertile valleys and near- 
ly all of the available range, dependent 
as it is upon water and meadow, has been 
secured by those who manipulate the state 
rant. 

ne agricultural population of Nevada 
has remained stationary for several years, 
owing to this peculiar condition of land 
The population of the state 
is now 43,335, a decrease of 3,426 in the past 
10 years. There is a large proportion of 
voters in this 1 there being about 
11,600. This is due to the fact that the 
mines and ranches employ an unusually 
large proportion of single men. The taxable 
property of the state amounts to $30,000,000 
and the tax rate is low. Some of the lead- 
ing men in Nevada have s ed no effort 
to induce immigration and to encourage 
the development of their state, but they 
feel almost hopeless, for their work has re- 
sulted in practically nothing. The state 
itself recently advertised that it would 
give free title to all land which was re- 
claimed by any one under the provisions 
of the Carey act, by which Congress al- 
lowed each of the arid land states 1,000,000 
acres if such land was irrigated. Theré 
has been no response to this advertisement, 
and there will none, for the land which 
could have been irrigated under the Carey 
act or under the desert land act in Nevada 
has been gathered in by the great non-resi- 
dent live stock companies of lifornia and 
other states.

FOR BIBLE REVISION 


CHICAGO PROFESSORS NOT SUITED 
WITH NEW VERSION. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Despite the many 
changes in wording and interpretation 
which are contained in the new editon of 
the revised Bible just adopted by the pro- 
fessors in the divinity school of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, the members of the faculty 
are not all satisfied, and some are advo- 
cating many more changes. According to 
these professors, the new version is only 
a compromise and represents the beginning 
of the work which must and should be 
done to medernize the English Bible. 

Prof. Clyde Votaw of the Divinity School, 
has expressed himself more freely than the 
others upon the merits of the new edition. 


could keep pace 


In an article which he has just published 
in 9 magazine edited by President Harper, 
Prof. Votaw compares the revised version 
in 1885 with that of 1901, and discusses the 
changes which are still needed. He says: 
“They can claim only to have removed 
those arcbaisms which are most offensive 
to the eye and ear or are unintelligible to 
the ordinary reader. But there remain un- 


touched thousands of archaisms quite as 
bad as those displaced, and every one of 
them might have been—should have been— 
modernized.’’ 

Among the most prominent changes are 
the following: The title page has been al- 
tered, and instead of reading The New 
Testament” it now bears the title, The 
New Covenant, Commonly Called the New 
Testament. The designation Saint“ has 
been dropped before the names of evan- 
gelists, and instead of the Acts of the 
Apostles,” are simply the words, the 
Acts. In the Old Testament the word Je- 
hovah” is substituted for the terms Lord“ 
and “God,” while the word Sheol'“ now 
appears where “hell” formerly did. 
he new Bible is in every respect an 
American one. When an American com- 
mittee, working in connection with an Eng- 
lish committee, first published the revised 
version of the scriptures in 188, the Amer- 
ican committee agreed to recognize the 14 
year copyright, which in England belonged 
to the university presses of Oxford and 
Cambridge, in order that the expenses of 
the, preparation of the revision might be 
fully met. It was anticipated by that 
committee, however, that when the copy- 
right period should expire, it would be de- 
sirable to publish in America and for 
Americans an edition of the revised ver- 
sion, which should incorporate in the text 
the many readings recommended by the 
American, but not adopted by the English 
revisers.

Newfoundland Full of Legends 
About Pirates. 


MYSTERIOUS CASKS FOUND 


HARBORS SUPPOSED TO BE KIDD'S 
HIDING PLACES. 


Numerous Parties From Canada and 
the United States Have Tried to 
Locate the Treasures Which 
Have Been Hidden 
So Long. 


ST. JOHN'S, N. F., Nov. 1.—For genera- 
tions the fishermen settled along the coast 
of Newfoundland have reveled. in stories 
and legends of buried treasure. Strange 
traditions and stranger charts have been 
circulated, and repeated expeditions have 
been formed to secure the spoil. L’Anse a 
Mort, which in bygone days had been used 
as a burying ground, is identified by many 
with the site of buried hoards, because of 
the barbarous practice attributed to the 
pirate chiefs of murdering the helpers they 
took along to put the plunder below ground. 

Several harbors have been named as hav- 
ing a share of Capt. Kidd's treasure, which 
has been the subject of the anxious effort 
of every treasure-hunter from the Florida 
cays to the lonely capes of this northern 
vastness. Schooners from the United States 


and Canada have made with innumerable 
trips for the purpose of finding the spoil. 
Their plans have been made with secrecy 
and the results have in most cases been 
known only to the principals. 


They Had 
Ancient Charts. 

It is known that some have had ancient 
charts and directions for detailed work. 
Others had in their possession information 
less definite, but nevertheless approximat- 
ing somewhat nearly to the reality, and for 


weeks and months they have prospected the 
coast. They have come from all parts of 
the eastern states, and have in the ag- 
gregate spent more money, perhaps, in the 
pursuit of this will-o’-the-wisp than they 
nave ever obtained. Some have certainly 
secured treasure-trove, but the majority 
show no evidence of obtaining sufficient to 
warrant making any boast of their success. 
In 1890 a party from New Jersey sailed to 
Bradore waters in a fine schooner and 
spent a summer cruising in that vicinity. 
They were seeking for the treasure of Man- 
ning, one of the most astute pirates of the 
olden time.

When it comes 
to a close finish he can still hold his own 
with the older and heavier jockeys.

This letter reached the Post- Dispatch of- 
fice Oct. 8. It had been en route 2 days, 
and that at a time of year when the mail 
steamer had not yet been compelled to seek 
winter quarters on the Yukon river because 
of the ice.

Lady Aberdeen's interest in her servants is 
well known. When Lord Aberdeen was 
governor-general of Canada an Ottawa 60- 
clety leader was invited to dine en famille. 
On her arrival the hostess explained: This 
is Haddo House night, when we all dine 
with the servants in their hall. The butler 
will take you into dinner, and the principal 
chef will take me.“ But the visitor bluntly 
declined the honor and stalked out of the 
house. 

The Duke of Rutland, who is a dandy of 
the old school (he was born in 1818), employs 
five valets, to each of whom is allotted a 
distinct set of duties. His grace, strolling 
slowly down the shady side of Pall Mall 
during the season, is a sight not easily for- 
gotten. 

Among living men the Czar fs said to em- 
ploy the greatest number of domestics. 
Prior to the explosion in the winter pal- 
ace, In 1880, some eighteen hundred ser- 
vants resided within the precincts of this 
palace city alone, but following on thet 
tragedy there was a searching official in- 
vestigation, which resulted in nearly one- 
half of them being dismissed. Some queer 
facts came to light during the progress of 
the inquiry. Scores of menials were dis- 
covered, whose work no one could define, 


and whom no one had ever seen doing any. 


One crone, who claimed to have been 
nurse to the Emperor Paul, had installed 
herself upon the flat roof of the palace, 
where, in an out-of-the-way corner, she had 
built not only a shanty for herself, but 
a sort of outhouse wherein the commis- 
sioners discovered a cow, a sheep and four 
pigs.

The Sunday Post-Dispatch mailed to Mr. 
Maiden Oct. 13 is by this time nearing the 
dog and sled stage of the journey. The pa- 
per sent Oct. 20 is by this time on board a 
ship that must be making her way north 
in the vicinity of the Aleutian Islands. The 
paper sent Oct. 27 is aboard ship but a 
short distance from Puget Sound. The 
fourth paper left St. Louis this morning for 
Seattle. 

Mr. Maiden ought to get his first paper 
in time to read it Christmas day. His 
letter came to St. Louls from Dawson in 
28 days, but the papers sent in response 
must be taken through under different con- 
ditions. The mail beats are no longer run- 
ning on the Yukon river, and this fact 
makes a great difference in the time con- 
sumed by a piece of mail sent from St. 
Louis to one of the interſor cities of the 
Klondike. The 1890 miles from St. Mich- 
aela to Dawson must be covered on foot 
and with dog sleds. This will easily double 
the time consumed in making the same 
trip by steamer. Moreover, there is the 
hundred odd miles from Dawson 
down Bonanza. The government 
post department will get the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch to Dawson, but 
Mr. Maiden must either carry the paper 
the remainder of the distance himself or 


to 


have it sent down by a traveler. Anyway, 
it will be a comfort and worth the money, 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch is a great 
newspaper which anyone may pardonably 
desire so much he will lift his voice from 
afar out In the wilderness crying: 

“Send it to me!’ 

Mr. Maiden is but 1800 miles from the 
North Pole. He is 2000 miles in the interior 
from the Alaskan coast. He will be for- 
tunate if a mail sled reaches Dawson, a 
hundred miles from him, ag often as once 
in two weeks. The Sunday Post-Dispatch 
agent at Skagway, who has 20 subscribers, 
ordered his papers stopped for the winter 
just when Mr. Maiden ordered his started, 
the Skagway man saying it would not be 
possible to get into the interior papers leav- 
ing St. Louls later than Oct. 13. 

But Mr. Maiden is a Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch reader of sterner stuff. He means to 
have his favorite paper to enliven and u- 
lumine the dread Arctic night, and no ob- 
stacle of frozen sea or snow-heaped trail 
may say him nay.

WHAT THE DISEASE IS AND 
ANTHRAX HOW IT ORIGINATED. 


disease of animals known, is said to 

have appeared recently in southern 
Illinois and in Mississippi, Tennessee and 
other southern states. Many cattle have 
succumbed to the deadly infection. 

It was believed at first that anthrax 
caused the death of two deer in O'Fallon 
Park and an elk in Forest Park, which 
died suddenly some days ago; but an ex- 
amination of the animals after death 
showed that they were victims of a disease 
colloquially known as crow’s foot. 

Farmers and stock raisers in some com- 
munities of southern Illinois are much 
alarmed over the sudden death of their 
cattle. Bome sheep and horses also have 
died from the mysterious disease. Whether 
is is anthrax has not been definitely de- 
termined. 

Veterinarians say that anthrax is en- 
tremely difficult to diagnoge. Usually they 
determine the nature of fie disease only 
after death, from an examination of the 
cadaver. 

Anthrax is transmissible to man from the 
animals. Butchers, meat-cutters, tanners 
and veterinary surgeons are most frequent- 
ly infected with it. This infection usually 
results in death. The presence of the dis- 
ease is manifested by a malignant pustule 
on the hand, arm, neck or face, and the 
infectiin in human beings is usually due 
to the reception of bacteria through an 
integumentary wound. 

Anthrax in livestock is almost as ancient 

torically as is leprosy in the human 

les. Mo ed it in his second 
book, calling it the th plague of Egypt. 
In his third book: indicates it may be 
transmitted to man. In the first book of 
the Iliad an epizootic disease is described, 
which affected man, mule and dog. Sci- 
entists believe that this was anthrax. Ovid, 
in the ninth book of the Metamorphoses, 
gives an exact description of anthrax epi-

GLOVES FOR ELECTRICIANS 


HEI Blectrio Laboratory of Paris has 
been carrying out recently a series 
of experiments bearing on the insu- 

lating qualities of electricians’ gloves. AS 
a result the members having the- mat ter in 
charge have arrived at the conclusion that 
insulating gloves cannot be considered as 
affording efficient protection against the 
dangers connected with high-tension cur- 
rents, and states that in their judgment it 
would even be better to proscribe their 
use altogether, rather than to rely upon 
their efficiency in contact with dangerous 
connections. It is prudent, they say. to 
consider them useful only for working with 
those parts already insulated.

Athanasius Kirchner, Jn 1617, described a 
disease of the bovine species which was 
transmitted to man ane killed 60,000 per- 
sons.

Dr. Andrew Darling of O14 Orchard, in 
the course of his experfence as a veteri- 
narian, has made a study of anthrax.

NTHRAX, also known under the 
names of charbon and dlack gan- 
grene, is the most fatal of all ani- 
ral disea It is curable, but the death 
rate is about 90 per cent. 

The disease is of two kinds, symptomatic 
and general anthrax. The latter is the 
most virulent form. Symptomatic. anthrax 
is an infectious disease, ofiginating in sta- 
bles and pastures, and often being due to 
decayed vegetation. It appears to be more 
common in localities: with swampy soll. 

As a rule symptomatic anthrax affects 
animals from four to six months old. It 
has been shown that a first attack confers 
immunity in all cases. 

Anthrax appears most commonly in cat- 
tle. In a majority of cases it is of mias- 
matic origin. Carnivorous animals easily 
become affected by eating the cadavers of 
cattle that have died from anthrax. A 
case is on record where four out of six 
dogs died after eating from the carcass 
of a cow which died from anthrax. 

Calves may be infected through the moth- 
er's milk. Infection through the skin is 
common Rarely, though sometimes, an- 
thrax is produced through inhalation. 

Anthrax infection is found in nearly 
every country on earth. It is most fre- 
quent in lowlands exposed to immersion. 
Soils rich in mold are more favorable for 
the development of the bacteria. This may 
explain why the disease has been observed 
recently in southern Illinois. The lands 
there are low and rich. 

Animals having the disease in its hypera- 
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cretia and others who lived several hun- 
dred vears before the beginning of tne 
Christian era, mention examples of anthrax 
affections in animals and man. 

The Arabian physicians knew it under the 
name of Persian fire. A writer in the 


cute form are affected suddenly; they stag- 
ger and fall, at the plow, in their stalls, 
or at their meals; the nose and mouth give 
forth bloody liquids.

nor hanged on the gallows. Indeed, 

the death penalty is not exacted at all in 

Belgium, the criminal being sent to prison 
for life instead. 

This punishment is, however, the refine- 
ment of barbarism. Few criminals can en- 
dure it longer than three years. Of the 
actual torture of the wretch’s condition 
the following details give but the most 
meager idea. 

The condemned man is placed not in a 
cell but in a dungeon. This is not only 
dark and dirty and bare of every vestige 
of ‘comfort, but it is so separate from the 
other parts of the prison that no sounds 
penetrate its formidable isolation. From the 
moment the unfortunate malefactor enters 
it he never hears the sound of a human 
voice, never sees the sight of a human face 
again. 

His food ts pushed through a sliding panel 
tn the door of his cell.

One of the most inter- 
esting of these was the Ewa, a plantation 
of some 8000 acres and producing this year 
$3,000 tons of sugar. The plantations of

On 
plantation, for instance, are three 

mping stations equipped with seven 
Their united capacity is 60,000,000 

of water a day. There are many 


miles of Dig 82-mnch pfrine on the plante- 
tion, and every plant is thoroughly watered. 
The water on Oahu comes from the moun- 
tains and hills. The planters intercept it 
before it meets the salt water, and their 
pumping plants represent a considerable 
portion of the entire outlay of money made 
on the big farms. The irrigation plant at 
the Ewa plantation cost a million dollars. 
The sugar plantations are worked by Jap- 
anese and Chinese laborers, and they are 
now importing many Porto Ricans, the 
fourth ship load of these people being on its 
way around Cape Horn when we left the 
islands. These laborers are paid on an 
average of $15 a month, and they feed them- 
selves. Bankers at Honolulu told me some 
of the Chinamen managed to save as much 
as $125 a year on thesè wages. 

The native people are not good workers. 
They are indolent in so many things that 
foreigners take the lead in everything. The 
missionary stock—children and descendants 
of white people who went there years ago 
as missionaries—have much of. the wealth 
of the islands in hand, and they are the 
principal stockholders in the big sugar com- 
panies. Big sugar houses produce from 10,- 
000 to 30,000 tons of sugar a year.

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“SKELETONS OF TWO GIGANTIC PREHISTORIC ANIM 
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In Douglass County, III., the Bones of a Mastodon 
Were Unearthed by Laborers, While From the 
Gravel Beds of the Wind River, Wyoming, Were 
Taken the Remains of a Brontosaurus Which Will 
Be Placed in the Carnegie Institute, Pittsburg, Pa. 


HE mastodon Giganteus was the elephant of the Western Hemisphere. 
It ranged north and south of the equator almost to the frigid zone, and 
was most numerous in that part of the Mississippi Valley embracing the 


States of Missouri, Kansas, Illinois and Kentucky. It attained a height of thirteen 


feet, had four tusks (two the size of 


a modern elephant’s tusks, and two ten 


times as large), and had_teeth weighing as much as twelve pounds to a single 


molar. 


The mastodon and the mammoth were differentiated by the long hair and 
smoother teeth of the mammoth. The mastodon was a vegetarian, the leaves and 
young branches of trees being his favorite foods. He disappeared before man ap- 
peared upon the earth, and his complete disappearance is one of the mysteries of 
paleontology, for he was numerous, without an equal in oo. in all the animal

The circumstances of the big teeth brak- 
ing on exposure to the air is rare. Ordin- 
arily they are hard as flint and easily 
handled, for of all that remains of the big 
creatures of early periods, the teeth, be- 
cause of the hard enamel, are always the 
best proserved. . 


When the skeleton in the O’Brien field 
was found, the workmen divided the find 
and carried the bones and teeth to their 
homes. It is illustrative of the general 
destruction of these to say that the larg- 
est plece remaining intact is a three-quarter 
part of the lower jaw, containing two teeth. 
One of the men whose home I visited had 
carried two teeth home in a bucket, and 
when he showed them to me there did not 
remain of them a piece as lafge as one’s 
hand, though the teeth had originally 
weighed eight and ten pounds. 


There is a market for mastodon skele- 
tons. Though many pleces of skeletons 
have been found through the United States 
and Europe, it is rarely anyone finds a 
mastodon which may be set up with every 
bone in its proper place. Five such have 
been found in this country, the last at 
Newburg, New York forty-three years ago. 
The most famous skeleton ever found is 
what is known as the Dr. Koch mastodon, 
found on the Gasconade river, in Missouri, 
and sold to the British Museum for $25,000. 

The Smithsonian wants a mastodon skele- 
ton. Mr. Lucas, the curator, has several 
times visited the famous Kimmswick bone 
hill in the hope that he might secure a 


But the find has nevertheless a seientifie 
value, for it proves that the mastodon, for 
all the absence of wood on the Ilinois 
prairie, nevertheless roamed these prairies, 
apparently in some numbers. Eight years 
ago a mastodon was found on the farm of 
Ferdinand Speelman, eight miles east of 
Tuscola, and two years later parts of the 
skeleton of a mammoth were found west 
of town. One of the big mammoth teeth 
was sent to the Northwestern University, 
at Chicago, and it still is in a good gtate 
of preservation there. Mr. Speelman still 
has at his home the teeth and bones found 
on his farm. His specimens are much bet- 
ter preserved than those found on the 
O’Brien farm within the last few days. 


The mastodon which perished on the 
O’P-on farm was not full-grown. This is 
et indicated by the teeth, which are not 
as large as many of those taken out at 
Kimmswick, Mo. The mastodon reached 
a height of some thirteen feet. It was not 
much higher than large elephants of this 
day, but much heavier and more powerful, 
its teeth being more than twice the size of 
elephant teeth and its tusks weighing fully 
ten times as much as the tusks of any ele- 
phant seen in this day. The ivory in these 
tusks is always rotten and agsily broken, 


and many fine specimens of tusks have 


been lost because of their quick breaking 
up when they came in contact with the air. 
They are best preserved under a veneer 
of dissolved gum. 


Remains of the mastodon are found in 
almost every part of the United States, 
and a singularity of these is that few 
remain intact. Why a headless or tuskless 
or legless mastodon should be found is not 
fully understood, but it is the theory of 
paleontologists that the creatures were eat- 
en, when they died, by wolves, jackals and 
other carnivorous beasts, which tore por- 
tions of the body away and dragged them 
around until the bones became widely sep- 
arated. 


No extinct quadruped has-been more 
widely .diffused over the continent than 
the mastodon. It ranged from the tropics 
north and south into temperate latitudes, 
and its bones have been found in great 
numbers through all North America. There 
were mastodons pecullar to South and Cen- 
tral America, and still other varieties have 
been discovered in England, France, Switz- 
erland, Germany, Spain, Italy, Greece, in 
Asia Minor, and in several parts of India. 
For some reasen the mastodon shuned the 
New Enkland states, and he seldom went 
into Canada.

BRONTOSAURUS, A MONSTROUS ANIMAL ~ 


Could Have Walked Along the Street and Easily Have Thrust Ite a 
Head Into the Third Story Windows. It Became Extinct Long Re 
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Before the Appearance of Any Present Member 
of the Animal Kingdom, |

HE skeleton of a giant brontosaurus 
has just been taken from the gravel 
beds of Wiad river by Prof. Gilmore 

of the United States geodetic survey, and 
will be placed in the museum of the Car- 
negie Institute at Pittsburg, Pa. 

The find is one of the best of the many 
made in this richest of all fossil beds of 
the world. 

The brontosaurus was an amphibious 
creature of paleozoic times—paleosoic 
meaning that older division of time in 
which animal life is known to have existed 
in the form of many strange creatures 
which have no place in the animal kingdom 
of this day, nor have had since the appear- 
ance of man. This great animal grew as 
long as 80 feet, and could have walked 
along the street and thrust its head into 
any of the third-story windows. It 
weighed three and four tons, ate vegeta- 
tion, fish and flesh, and was of such enor- 
mous bulk that no creature of its day 
dared cross its path, even if some of the 
co-existent animals were of great size and 
strength and armed with many weapons 
which no animal of this day may employ in 
defense,

early geological periods and became 
extinct long before any present member of 
the animal kingdom made his appearance 
upon earth. 

The size of the brontosaurus is given by 
Cope and Marsh, the two leading authori- 
ties, as ranging from 60 to 80 feet. I have 
always thought there must be some doubt 
as to any creature, even in the period when 
animate creation was unwieldly and enor- 
mous, reaching any such extraordinary 
length as 80 feet, but we must accept the 
statements of the men who are best in- 
formed. 

The brontosaurus was an amphibious di- 
nosaur, and one of the most remarkable of 
the tall types. It lived in water, but did 
not swim, contenting itself with walking

IPRANO CASTRO, president of Ven- 


ezuela, is the most unhappy ruler in 

the world. No oriental sovereign lives 

in such constant dread of assassination as 
does this dictator of a so-called republic. 

The dictater nas the face of a tired man, 

eyes of the ferret, mouth of cruelty. By 

temperament he is nervous, irritable, im- 

patient, his excitability finding expression 


principally in his thumbs, Of government 
he has shown that he knows as much as a 
chief of bandits. 

That which Castro most fears is not 
earthquake, not nature, but human kind. 
Were he to camp on the summit of Ve- 
suvius the uncertainty of the prolongation 
of his career could not be greater than it 
is as the dictator of Venezuela. The coun- 
try over which he rules is a volcano and 
Caracas is its crater. And when comes the 
eruption the first victom will be Castro. 

One day last year, in the Prado, a man 
named Lopez fired a pistol point blank in 
Castro’s face. By a miracle the bullet went 
astray. When the would-be assassin was 
brought before Castro, the dictator jerked 
his thumb toward the door, and Lopez was 
thrown into that black hole of Caracas, the 
rotunda. Recently, when the judge of the 
Superior Court inspected the prison, none 
of the prison authorities could remember 
having seen Lopez after the first days of 
his incarceration. „Escaped.“ said the gov- 
ernor of the prison, but offered no proofs. 
The verdict of Caracas, when the judge 
told the tale, was Murdered and buried 
in the jail.’’ 

Castro's own soldiers love him not. “He 
took away our thin un forms.“ they say. 
“and dressed us up in cloth uniforms and 
caps, like French soldiers. Besides, he sel- 
dom pays us. So he is glad when we desert, 
simply puttiag new men in our places.” 
The officers of Castro's army, however, 
make no complaint. For every time the 
Dictator uses the military as the instrument 
tor making a golden haul the officers get 
the drippings. To illustrate: Last fall the 
soldiers reported that three rich Caracas 
mercants were hoarding gold within their 
hones. The Dictator ordered that each of 
these men be taxed $60,000 for the support 
of the government.“ The merchants re- 
fused. to pay. Castro turned them over to 
certain army officers, who, having made 
them prisoners, kept them tied to stakes 
facing the sun all day and facing an elec- 
tric light as flercely bright as the sun all 
night. Half blinded and almost crazed by

their sufferings they at last yielded and 
paid the “tax.” 


Another case was not quite so profitable, 
either to Castro or his military staf A 
German merchant arrived in Caracas and 
proceded to collect bills payable to the 
amount of 912,60 in cash. Castro not only 
forbade tne German to take the money out 
of the country, but demanded that it be 
paid over for “government support.” ‘The 
man was arrested and tortured until he 
undefstood that it was his money or his 
life, and so led the soldiers to the place 
where the treasure was hidden. 


A few weeks later one of the Kaiser’s 
cruisers put in at La Guayra, the captain 
hurried over to Caracas and demanded not 
only the $12,000, but the punishement of the 
officers who had maltreated a German sub- 
ject. Castro, livid of face, liquidated on 
the spot and the guilty members of his 
staff are still in Maracaibo prison, 

Castro has not a single friend among the 
foreign representatives in Caracas. All the 
members of the Diplomatic Corps, on be- 
half of countrymen who have interests in 
Venezucla, watch Castro with suspicious, 
untrusting eyes, For the Dictator has more 
than once openly asserted that, if he could 
he would annul! all concessions of land 
granted to foreigners by his predecessors, 
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and sell the same over again to others. He . 


actually did annul concessions enjoyed by 
the various Orinoco River companies—all 
American concerns. But he has not yet 
succeeded in selling these over again. 


The law of Venezuela commands the 
Judge of the Superior Court in each federal 
district to inspect prisons, ascertain 
through the prisoners themselves how 
their cases are progressing, hear their com- 
piaints and provide remedies. The judge of 
the Caracas district has very recently not 
only complied with the law, but has made 
public the result ef his investigations, He 
mentions fact proving that under Castro's 
government justice does not run in the 
paths of law, that there are individuals 
in the prisons who were committed by Cas- 
tro’s agents instead of by the courts: that 
a number of newspaper men in the prisons 
have been waiting for months, and are still 
waiting, for trial, and that the most shock- 
ing abuses are practiced within the prison 
walls. Folowing up the publication of these 
revelations the judge advised the lawyer 
judges to proceed at once with the delayed 


‘cases and to order the release of all pris- 


oners unlawfully deprived of their liberty. 
His orders will not be carried out, for Cas- 
tro has just thrown him into prison to 
share the fate of those whom he tried to 
help. 


E NEW CROESUS OF OLD

N LESS than a year’s time Pedro Alvar- 
ado has risen from a penniless peon to 
a multi-millionaire. 

Quite naturally, therefore, he is the sen- 
sation of Mexico. Everybody, in tuis vicin- 
ity remembers the sombreroed laborer who 
not many months ago lived in a shack in 
the mining town of Parral. And is it not 
surprising that everybody’s eyes should 
open particularly wide when there passes 


by Alvarado, the owner of a mine of mag- 
ical richness, the most prosperous man and 
the luckiest in Mexico, the lavish spendor of 
a monthly income of $200,000. 


Alvarado believes that the significance of 
money lies in its purchasing capacity. 80 
his chief concern at present is the spending 
of his income. And this, although he has 
had but a few months’ practice, he is ac- 
complishing royally. 

Certain of the man’s eccentricities have 
been related by Thomas Welch, an Ameri- 
can mining man, who has just returned 
from Mexico. 

The interest of every man, woman and 


child in Parral, says Mr. Welch, seems to 
be centered in Alvarado. Since last No- 
vember his net profits from his mine, which 
fs named the Palmillo, have aggregated $1,- 
500,000, and prior to that time he had proba- 
bly taken out about $500,000 of ore. He will 
not put this money in bank, but keeps it at 
his home, where it is constantly guarded 
by a large force of armed men. 

He has from $200,000 to $300,000 on his per- 
son whenever he goes out, and an armed 
guard of eight men always accompanies 
him. The members of this guard are dressed 
in fantastic Mexican costume, and Alvarado 
is always attired in the height of fashion. 
He pays a Mexican tallor a high salary to 
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keep him clothed in a manner properly 
befitting his station. 

A few days ago a traveling jewelry and 
diamond peddler struck Parral with His 
wares. He attracted the attention of Alvar. 
ado, who, with his armed guard, happened 
to be passing, and was asked how much he 
would take for his whole outfit. The ped- 
dler replied that he would sell out for $15,- 
000. Without any quibbling over the exorbi- 
tant price asked, Alvarado drew out the 
money and came into possession of the 
cheap watches, ornaments and fake dia- 
monds. The man seemed as pleased as a 
boy with a new toy over the trade he had 
made.

At any instant the gasoline might 
explode and blow the block to pieces. 

Through thd iron doors and shutters, 
made transparent by terrific heat, leaping 
flames could be seen and swirling clouds of 
smoke, and every few minutes a whoof of 
hot air and muffled detonation told of the 
explosion of a body of hastily generated 
gas. 


In this building the dyeing and cleaning 
establishment employed four men whose 
duty it was to scour sgiled and spotted 
clothes in gasoline. Along the west wall 
of the small room, scarcely 16x18 feet in 
dimensions, stood four galvanized iron 
tanks holding about sixty gallons of waste 
gasoline. Along the center of the room 
Stood three barrels of gasoline in which 
the clothing was being rinsed by one of 
the men. Near the barrels.stood a centrifu- 
gal separator, such as are used in laun- 
dries, for drying clothes. In the several 
ladies’ waists were being tossed around to 
throw the gasoline from them. At two 
tables on the side of the room two men 
were at work smoothing out garments. 

Flash! The room was a mass of flames. 
The gas had exploded. At the same in- 
stant the gasoline in the barrels was blaz- 
ing to the ceiling. Three men, their bodies 
a mass cf fire, were screaming in agony 
and fighting to get to the door. The deton- 
ation of the exploding gas alarmed the 
workers in another part of the place, and 
they rushed to the gasoline house and 
threw the door open. Three horrible sem- 
blances of men staggered. out with pierc- 
ing shrieks. They were bare of clothing, 
and their bodies were burned and biis- 
tered. One of them ran shrieking through 
the crowd and plunged headforemost into 
au vat of warm soda. He was dragged out 
by fellow-workmen and tossed into a tub 
of water. There he was swathed in oiled 
bandages and hurried to the hospital. 


This man had been a worker in gasoline 
for twenty years, and was so saturated 
with that its fumes had no effect on him 
and his perspiration was redolent of it. 
In those years he had experienced many 
explosions of the treacherous gas, four of 
them in the very place where occurred this 
latest. Not all were as agonizing as this, 
however, but all of them serious énough. 

He may recover from his buPhs, he prob- 
ably will, and he will return to the same 
work and the same hazards. 


If gasoline is such a dangerous medium 
to work with, why is it used? 

Principally because it is the cheapest de- 
tergent and almost the best. Chloroform 
is probably the best cleanser known, but it 
costs the renovator @ cents a pound and is 
dangerous to use in ite way as gasoline. 

How did the explosion occur? 


In all dye house gasoline explosions the 
cause invariably remains a mystery. Men 
who work constantly in gasoline, like those 
wits make gunpowder, become instinctively 
caytious, fet explosions occur with singular 

larity. Unlike most evaporants the gas 
gifs forth by gafoline hugs the floor on 


account of its density. Therefore men who 
are accustomed to the fumes are able to 
work without much preliminary disorder or 
other bad effects. Under ordinary circum- 
stances the gas in the chamber does not lle 
much higher above the floor than a man’s 
hips. It is a saying among workers in 
gasoline rooms that one could light a match 
in one of them and if he held it shoulder 
high there would be no explosion. It is not 
on record, however, that this has ever been 
tried. 

Whenever an explosion does occur there 
are numerous theories as to its cause, no 
two alike. The man who was burned in the 
most recent explosion made the statement 
that it started in the separator at which he 
was working. A steel stay in a woman’s 
waist broke out of the cloth in which it 
was Inclosed and while revolving rapidly, 
struck the side of the separator and pro- 
duced a spark. , 

Another workman said that the spark was 
generated by friction from some tinsel on 
a woman's waist revolving against the iron 
walls of the separator. 

While the fire was burning In the gaso- 
line room and every one in the vicinity had 
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his nerves keyed up for the expected ex: 
plosion, an old and seasoned fireman dis- 
cussed the force of confined gasale< ond- 
denly fired. 

“I was called out to a fire one night,“ he 
said, in a room in the top floor of a tene- 
ment. The room was all ablaze when 1 
went in, the tenants having fled. No one 
told me that a 10-gallon can of gasoline 
stood jn the corner, or I shouldn't have 
been in such a hurry. I was groping my 
way through the smoke with an extinguish- 
er on my back to a corner where I saw 
flames. Something hit me with the force 
of a locomotive going at the rate of 40 
miles an hour. I struck the ceiling and 
fell back to the floor. When I came to I 
was in the hospital wrapped in antiseptic 
cloths from head to foot. Then I learned 
that the 10 gallons of gasoline had exploded 
and blown the front of the house into the 
street. Now you can imagine what will 
happen if the hundred gallons in there g0 
oft, and he jerked his thumb in the direc- 
tion of the fire. However, the flames had 
melted the faucets of the tanks at last, the 
gasoline was running out and burning as ft 
flowed, and the explosion was averted. 


LACERATING DUST THREATENS GLASSWORKERS. 
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Glass working in all its branches 
is no easy occupation. The giass 
blower is early doomed. In all glass 
factories millions of jagged frag- 
ments of glass are constantly float- 
ing in the air. These, being inhaled, 
wound the lungs, causing hemorr- 
hage and premature death. 

Men who work in cut-glass facto- 
ries, while not subjected to this 
danger, must quit work at the end of 
ten years or go blind. These ar- 
tists, for glass-cutting is an art, are 
doomed to blindness when they take 
it up. This does not keep them from 
it, however. 


> 
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HE span of a man's working days 
tk usually is from youth to past mid- 
dle age, and he needs the active 
striving of every able year if he is to re- 
tire with a competency for old age. This 
privilege is withheld from glass cutters. 
This trade, one of the most artistic of 
artisan crafts, is new to St. Louis. A fac- 
tory for the production of art cut glass 
was put in operation by the Missouri Glass 
Co. a month or so ago; and is one of 
four in the United States. 


The beautiful crystal glass, cut in elab- 
orate geometric designs, that glitters on 
the tables of the rich, comes to the fac- 
tory in “blanks.” A “blank” is a bit of 
compressed glass, heavy and rough and dull 
looking, but it has for its substance the 
best of white flint sand fused and 
formed under terrific pressure to give it 
weight and density. It is this dull mass 
that the glass cutter’s skill transforms into 
the softly glittering punch- bowl or decanter 
or champagne glass, or perhaps the per- 
fume bottles and jars that brighten the 
tollet table of madame and mademoiselle. 

Each time the cutter makes one of these 
pieces of cut glass he draws the veil of 
sightlessness a trifle further over his eyes, 
and by that much curtails his life work. 


The giass cutter is not so much in dan- 
ger from inhaling particles of Klass as 
the worker in other glass factories, but, 
on the other hand, men in other branches 
of the trade do not so surely lose their 
sight. To be sure there are many other 
dangers in glass working. Glass blowers, 
besides being subject to phthisis, are apt 
to grow dumb through a peculiar complaint 
induced by handling glass, and which at. 
tacks the jaws and ends in paralysis. In 
mirror factories, in addition to the dan. 
gers already mentioned, there is that of 
mercurial poisoning. This deadens the 
sight, crumbles away the jaws, and ul- 
timately kills long before death is due. 
Glass workers, in addition to the dangers 
of their work proper, are apt, to be led 
into alcoholic troubles and nervous dis- 
eases. With the exception of glass cut- 
ters, workers at the glass trades suffer 
from these twice as much as do persons 
following ordinary occupations. Glass cut- 
ters are compelled, by the nature of their 
work, to be temperate to a degree. Ner- 
yousness and tremors on their part would 
result in great loss in the breaking of val- 
uable pieces of glass. 

In the manufacture of cut glass there are 
three processes, known as _ roughing, 
smoothing and polishing, all equally preju- 
dicial to health. 

When a plece of glass id to be cut—for the 
sake of convenience let it be a punch bowl 
—the general design is laid out on the bow! 
broadly in red lines for the workman to fol- 
low, and it is turned over to a “rougtrr.”’ 
The “rougher’’ grinds the deep mitered cuts 
that determine the outlines of the design, 
and the lesser mitered 3 are the be- 
ginnings of the details. roughing pro- 
cess is done on metal wheels of different 
siges, the beveled edges of which are 
ground to conform to the dep and breadth 
of the mitered lines to be «' Sharp, white 
Unt sand, mixed “ h. at Water to 
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make it flow, runs from a hopper on to the 
wheel against which the artisan presses the 
glass blank to be cut, following the lines of 
the design. The longest and deepest lines 
are about one-eighth of an inch broad, and 
almost as deep. One of these lines will con- 
tribute an ounce or two of powdered glass 
in the space of a few @@gonds. In the entire 
roughing process of a-‘large punch bowl a 
pound, at least, of glass. powder is thrown 
off. Most of this powdered glass is carried 
away by the wet sand, but as the wheel is 
continually whirling toward the operator, a 
certain portion of it is carried to him and 
enters his respiratory organs. 

When this rougher has finished grinding 
the larger lines of the design the glass is 
passed to another who grinds the finer lines, 
the dainty, intricate stars, the checkering, 
the hobnail and beading patterns which the 
geometrical designer would use his draft- 
ing instruments to produce, but which these 
men draw with the edge of a swiftly moving 
wheel on the slippery concave surface of a 
glass bowl, with no pattern to follow, and 
guided only by skill and the trueness of the 
eye. 

The bowl is by this time interlaced, 
crossed and recrossed with a multiplicity of 
cuttings of various lengths and depths, the 
surfaces of which are as rough as though 
sandblasted. It now passes into the 
hands of the smoother. i 

The surface of each cutting must de 
made as smooth as the surface of the 
bowl. This is done with stone wheels of 
various sizes, the edges beveled to fit every 


line ground out by the sand on the metal 
wheels. These stones are as smooth as 
glass themselves, but of such fine grit that 
they cut with the aid of water only. 

This is the part of the trade that wears 
out men’s eyes. When the lines on one side 
of the bowl have been polished the oper- 
ator is compelled to look through the 
hundreds of prisms, all reflecting contrary 
rays of light, to follow the progress of the 
lines he is polishing on the other side. 

Some of these lines are so fine, scarcely 
heavier than a hair, and so intricate is 
the design, that a hundred or more are 
cut in the space of a square inch, each 
of which he must reach with the edge of 
a revolving stone six feet in circumfer- 
ence, 

Suddenly a fog passes before his eyes, 
the design he is working on blurs and 
runs together, a milky opacity covers ev- 
erything, and he is fortunate if the piece 
of glass he is working on does not crash 
against the whirling stone and smash into 
fragments. 

He leaves his work and sits in semi- 
darkness until the optic nerve recovers 
from the strain and shock it has been sub- 
jected to, then he returns to his wheel. 
Perhaps he works a few minutes and again 
Nature warns him to rest by throwing a 
cloud over his eyes. This is what he suf- 
fers day by day, now working steadily, now 
spasmodically, until he either drops out of 
the trade, his eyes literally worn out, or 
becomes permanently blind. Art, the greedy 
mistress, has exacted her price. A glass 
cutter earns $40 a week after he becomes 
master of his trade. In the ten years he 
is permitted to follow it he has probably 
averaged $1500 a year. 

The glass bowl, after the lines of its de- 
sign have been polished, passes to the pol- 
isher who, with wooden wheels and emery, 
cork wheels and wheels of bristles, polishes 
the lines until they glitter like diamonds, 
throwing off sparkling rays of light that 
dazzle the eyes. Then the glass passes to 
the last and most hazardous process in its 
career, the acid bath. 

The combination of acids is prepared by 
the possessor of the secret. A slight error, 
or a careless mixing of the acids, would 
prove instantly fatal to the compounder. 
He enters the acid room ,clad in a rubber 
apron that covers his entire front, rubber 
boots, two pairs of rubber gloves and a 
rubber respirator that covers his mouth 
and nostrils. Over his bath is a metal 
hood to gather the fumes of the acid, and 
an exhaust fan to draw them into a flue 
and drive them into the open air. In spite 
of these precautions men who have stayed 
in the acid room a few minutes too long 
have died there. From 20 minutes to a half 
hour is all that human endurance can stand 
of the fumes without a long rest for the 
lungs in pure air. Acid workers in cut 
glass factories do not last long. The acid 
corrodes their vitals. 


MANY DISEASES LURK AROUND WOOL PULL 


pullery you will not know it. by its 

sign, for likely it will not have ones 
but you will immediately recognize it by its 
odors. 

It is, perhaps, fortunate for the worild-at- 
large that there are men who accept bravely 
and cheerfully the unpleasant occupations 
of life, otherwise it is doubtful if the wool 
would ever be pulled from the pelts of 
sheep. 

A wool-pullery is a place in which the 
wool is removed from the hides of dead 
sheep, the hides pickled and sold to the 
tanners, the wool going in the rough to the 
mills to be cle@med, carded and made into 
yarns and the skins to the tanners to even- 
tually appear as gloves, baseball covers, 
aprons, shoe tongues and gaddles. 

It is one of the subsidiary branches of the 
wool industry, the same as tle making of 
wooden pegs helps, but is not of the boot 
trade. It bears the same relation to wool 
that the gin does to cotton manufacture. 


The packing houses turn out thousands 
upon thousands of sheep pelts every year 
that must be made useful by some one. The 
wool-pullery does: this. Carloads of dried 
and salted sheep pelts reach St. Louis every 
month from Montana, Colorado, Idaho, New 
Mexico and other sheep-raising countries. 
Many of these latter are from sheep that

Sheep are particularly susceptible to dis- 
ease, and the very nature of the treatment 
of the pelts of infected animals after they 
arrive at the wool-pulleries increases the 
chance of its conveyance to men engaged In 
handling them. 

One of the most terrible diseases that at- 
tacks wool sorters and pullers, and, in 
fact, all who handle untanned skins, is an- 
thrax, a malignant tuberculous ulcer in 
duced by the be-illus of anthrax, which is 
similar to the disease known as lumpy- 
jaw in cattle. This is communicated to men 
who work in diseased pelts through a 
chance cut on the hand. Antrax follows im- 
mediately and inevitably. The worker 
sickens, goes into delirium, and, after suf- 
fering the most terrible agony for several 
days, dices’. 

Cases of anthrax from this cause were far 
more frequent than they are now, owing to 
the fact that employers insist upon their 
workmen wearing gloves while at their 
work. This rule is frequently disobeyed, 
however, owing to the ignorance and care- 
lessness of the workmen.

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DEADLY CHEMICALS FILL THE LABORATORIES, 


Hardly any man in civil life has so 
perilous an occupation as the manu- 
facturing chemist. An apparently 
slight carelessness, a distraction of 
the mind, a slip of the hand, the mis- 
reading of a symbol—any of these 
may cause an explosion of the chemi- 
cals with which he is at work and 
cause his death and the death of oth- 
ers, as well as the destruction of 
vast property. 

Not long ago the over-confidenge of 
the proprietors of a big chemical 
house in New York, combined with 
the carelessness of employes, resulted 
in an explosion that wrecked several 
buildings in the very heart of the 
downtown business district, costing 
several lives and creating consterna- 
tion. Warring chemical gases were 
the cause of it. 

Every time the chemist enters his 
laboratory am explosion is possible, 
for which his life may be to pay, yet 
there are men who would be nething 
if not chemists. 


he would never make mistakes, there- 
fore there would be no accidents in 
the laboratory. That there are is certain, 
and many of them, but they are not of 
such frequency as to attract general atten- 
tion. The chemist is of necessity one of the 
most cautious of men who, before he acts, 
makes certain many times.

N Chicago, in 1893, I had to use my

Next morning the Chicago papers were 
full of “A Strange Discovery.“ Two men, 
armed with revolvers, had been found ly- 
ing unconscious near the ruins of the fire. 
One of them had just emerged from prison, 
after serving a long term of imprisonment 
for the offense he tried on me. 

I was greatly relieved that the men were 
still alive. 

One of them had his jaw broken. 

I happened to break the other fellow’s 
shoulder when I lifted him off the fence. 

In Paris, in 1889, after my f{rst London 
season, I was in a billiard parlor with a 
friend when several Frenchmen entered.

Does Not Know Why. 


LACK HAIR.—It is quite obvious 
from your description that your 
scalp needs friction. Shampoo 

it once a week with the shampoo 
mixture for which I give you _ for- 
mula, and rub the tonic well Into the scalp 
for ten minutes every night. If you could 
get a scalp massage it would be the best 
treatment of all. 

The hair tonic is as follows: Sulphate of 
quinine, 15 grains; acetic acid, 1 dram; 
resorcin, 50 grams; water, 2 ounces; oil of 
eucalyptus, 1 dram; tincture of cantharides, 
1% drams; alcohol, 6 ounces. Mix all. Dis- 
solve by agitating in a bottle and filter be- 
fore using. 

Try the following shampoo: Yolk of one 
egg, one pint of hot rain water, one ounce 
of spirit of rosemary; beat the mixture up 
thoroughly and use it warm, rubbing it 
well into the skin of the head. Rinse thor- 
ougly in several waters. 

This is good for dandruff where the ordi- 
nary shampoo falls. : 


To Reduce the Bust. 

OLGA.—Dr. Vaucaire’s remedy, my cor- 
respondents say, is effective. Try it: Aris- 
tol, 2 grains; white vaseline, 30 grains; 
essence of peppermint, 10 drops. Rub the 
breasts every night with this pomade. 

After applying this ointment, cover the 
breasts with a compress wet with this lo- 
tion: Alum, 2 grains, acetate of lead, 30 
grams; distilled water, 400 grams. 

The compress must be covered with oil 
silk and left on over night. This treatment 
is to be continued for several months. 

Dr. Vaucalre is excellent authority and 
he declares that this process will certainly 
reduce too fleshy breasts. 


To Turn the Hair Blonde. 

J. B.—Peroxide of hydrogen, as has been 
frequently stated in this column, is the 
best method for producing a golden shade. 

Use it as follows: Get a bottle of chemi- 
cally pure peroxide of hydrogen. Before 
making the application the hair should be 
thoroughly washed and dried. Pour a little 
of the peroxide into a saucer, apply to the 


j roots of the hair with a clean tooth brush. 


You must regulate the color by your own 
observation. One application will produce a 
most noticeable change. 

Never use ammonia in connection with 
peroxide of hydrogen. Hair dressers have 


a fashion of “preparing” the hair, as they 


term it, by bleaching, and in order to 
hasten the bleaching process they use am- 
monia. 

Peroxide of hydrogen will not injure the 
hair if carefully used, but in conjunction 
of ammonia it will, in the course of time, 
destroy the constitution of the hair. 


Face Bleach Unsuccessful. 


MAY W.—If you have been using bichlo- 
ride of mercury without effect I am afraid 
your freckles have come to stay. 

You might use this lotion, for which I 
give you formula. It is sometimes success- 
ful: Iodurated fodite, 1 ounce; sulphate of 
potassium, % ounce. 

Mix the two liquids, which will become 
white and of a clouded appearance, deposit- 
ing a sediment. Filter several times until 
the liquid becomes of a clear yellow color. 

Touch the freckles with a tiny brush 
dipped in the mixture. It is very rare that 
a cure does not follow in a few days. 

ANNIE B.—This is the lotion to which 
you refer: Bichloride of mercury, in a 
coarse powder, 12 grains; extract of witch 
hazel, 2 ounces; rosewater, 2 ounces, 

Agitate until the mercury 3s dissolved. 
Mop over the freckles night and morning. 
Bichloride of mercury is, as you no doubt 
know, a dangerous poison, and although 
entirely proper to use as suggested, should 


be kept out of the way of ignorant persons 
and children.

To avoid this peril 
one needs only to be a!ways on the alert 

One of the founders of this great coun- 
try said: “Eternal vigilance is the price 
of liberty.” It is also the price one must 
pay for safety in the automobile. 

It surprises me always that so few ac- 
cidents happen to inexperienced chauffeurs. 
Everywhere one sees men who barely know 
the names of the parts of the automobile 
dashing along the roads, full of joy in their 
fast flight through space, but sadly ig- 
norant of the nature of the vehicle that 
carries them, and utterly unable to control 
it should a great emergency confront them 
suddenly. 

Some observers say that this heedless- 
mess is typically American. But I find that 
these careles automobilists abound in all 
countries. There is something so exhilar- 
ating, so intoxicating, in the swift flight of 
the machine, that unless one has a strong 
will and great self-control he will soon be 
swept beyond the limits of caution. 

Think of what it means to run an auto- 
mobile! A machine that is pra@tically a 
locomotive of ten, or twenty, or forty horse- 
power dashing along the open road. It 
has not that protection which the ratls and 
roadbed afford to the locomotive. There 
are no fences or flagmen to keep people out 
of the way. 

This locomotive on four wheels weighs 
anywhere from 1,000 pounds to two tons, 
and its speed varies from twelve miles an 
hour to one mile in fifty-eight seconds. 

Carelesness, I repeat, is the great danger. 
How does it entrap the chauffeur and plunge 
him into wreck? I think that the spirit 
of I-know-it-all is the mast fruitful source 
of danger. A man who has merely learned 
how to start and stop the auto immediately 
takes a friend for a run. The road _ is 
smooth, the flying scenery delightful. The 
travelers are elated by thelr swift journey. 

The chauffeur is full of confidence that 
He 
sits at ease, chatting with his friend. His 
hands rest lightly on the steering bar. His 
feet are not on the pedals, one of which 
cuts off the power, the other applies the 
brake. 

So long as no obstacle confronts them 
the ride is delightful. But suppose a man 
suddenly steps out at a crossroad, or a 
sharp turn shows a steep descent close at 
hand. The chauffeur, engaged in conver- 
sation, is startled by the peril which he 
must encounter in less than three seconds 
of time. He grabs wildly at the lever of 
the hand brake. With his foot he thrusts 
at the lever that cuts off power—or thinks 
he does. 

As likely as not the excited chauffeur will 
press the wrong lever with his foot. He 
has no time to look down. He must thrust 


blindly. His eyes are on the obstacle ahead. 


Suppose, then, that instead of pressing 
the pedal that cuts off power the chauffeur 
merely applies the foot-brake. And, instead 
of swinging back the hand brake, suppose 
he has pulled the lever or the speed accel- 
erator. 

Are such mistakes impossible? We have 
only to consider the accidents of Satur- 
@ay a week ago—one of them fatal—to see 
how easily this may happen. 

The automobile’s speed cannot be checked 
by the brake when the power has not been 
cut off, but has been, on the contrary, ac- 
celerated. The machine must then dash for- 
ward into the obstacle. The men in the 
auto are lucky if they avoid killing the 
pedestrian or themselves. 

The way to avoid danger? 

1. The chauffeur must know his ma- 
Shine perfectly. 

& He must know how to apply the brake. 

He must always be on the alert. 

When I say he must know his machine 
perfectly I mean that he must be inti- 
mately acaifiinted with all the details of 
the mechanism. He must know the source 
of power, how to generate it, apply it, cut 
it off. 

It ie not enough that he shall have a 
general knowledge of the subject. He 
must know the individual vehicle he pro- 
poses to drive along the road. No two 
yachts sail alike, though they may be built 
from the same model and rigged just alike. 
No two horses act alike. There is as great 
@ difference in automobiles—perhaps a 
greater difference. 

The chauffeur must know how to con- 
trol the automobile by a use of his limbs 
that is instantaneous, almost involuntary. 
For example, the skilled swordsman feels 
that his adversary is about to attempt 
a certain thrust. In the fraction of a 
second he has guarded the blow and started 
& counter blow. How could he do this if 
he were to stand still and estimate in detail 
the movements of his antagonist, and the 
movements he must make in return? 


So when I say the chauffeur must know 
his machine thoroughly I mean that he 
must be able to make it respond to his 
impulses as quickly as the muscles of his 
hands clench themselves or his eyelids close 
against the peril of some flying object. 

How many chauffeurs are equipped like 
that? The average man of high intelli- 
gence has a tendency to trust too much to 
that inteiligence and not to any special 
knowledge when he goes automobiling. 

Would any man of sense try to run a 
locomotive along a ratiroad if all his exper!- 
ence consisted in a few rides beside an en- 
gineer on a quiet side-track? Yet,when he 
essays to guide an automobile along the 
highway he begins a task that is quite 
as full of dangerous possibilities. I repeat 
that thorough preparation is most neces- 


gary. 
The art of applying the brake is of great 

importance. It is not enough to seize the 

fever and hurl all one's weight on it, or 


has written what he considers the dangers of 


The importance of being always on the 
alert cannot be overestimated. If I were 
running an automobile over a boundless 
plain of smooth asphalt I would not for 
one moment relax my vigilance. It is not 
thea great dangers that cause most auto- 
mobile accidents. It is the hidden trifies 
that spring into view suddenly. It is im- 
possible for a good chauffeur to be care- 
less, listless, wrapped up in conversation, 
or lost in admiration of the scenery. 

When I ride—if | may use myself for 
an illustration—I am incessantly watching 
the road ahead, always listening, estimat- 
ing, by the hearing and feeling, the con- 
dition of the auto. One learns the feeel- 
ing ot the automobile as accurately as of 
a horse or yacht. 

I do not sit sprawling, engrossed in con- 
versation, or with my feet and hands in 
indolent positions. Instead, both hands are 
on the steering bar (or wheel), the right 
always ready to fly to the brake lever as 
soon as power is cut off by a pressure of 
the left pedal. 

The position of the feet Is half the bat- 
tle. I keep mine always raised, the heels 
on the floor, the ball of each foot resting 
on its proper pedal. If I must stop sud- 
denly, down comes the left foot, cutting 
cf the power; then the right foot applies the 
brake, and the right hand swings back the 
big brake-lever. 

It is all done in an instant-—but, in view 
of the many chances of accident that spring 
up in the twinkling of an eye, it Is neces- 
sary that not one-fifth of a second has been 
wasted. And here let me warn all chauf- 
feurs against the practice of enfolding the 
legs in a lap robe. The robe is almost cer- 
tain to slip down and cover the pedals. 
You try to press down the cut-off In a 
hurry and the robe prevents the level from 
working. Then comes the confusion—often 
fatal. 


The chauffeur must not be excitable, ir- 
ritable, easily thrown off his mental bal- 
ance. With quickness of perception and 
action he must unite calmness and perfect 
self-control. 

I need hardly say that the chauffeur 
should refrain from liquors, or much smok- 
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ing, or even much indulgence in tea or chauffeur. 


coffee or anything else that impairs con- 
trol of the nerves. The automobile is a 
cruel apostle of temperance. No intemper- 
ate man can use one and escape unhurt. 
How long should one study the machine 
before venturing on the road? Under the 
best possible conditions, the brightest man 
with a good general knowledge of mech- 
anism, might run an auto after four les- 
sons of one hour each from an expert 


But even then he must be very 
careful. 

For many months he will learn something 
new every day about the machine, about es- 
timating distance, the pace at which he 1s 
moving, the angle at which various cor- 
ners must be turned and above all how to 
estimate in advance the sharpness of de- 
scent in a grade. 

In France no one is permittted to run an 
automobile without a cerificate that he is 


competent. 
automobilist anywhere and demand to see 
the certificate. If it is not forthcoming the 
chauffeur can proceed no further. 

To obtain a certificate each would-be 
chauffeur must undergo examination by an 
expert appointed and paid by the govern- 
ment. He must not only have complete 
theoretictal knowledge of his auto, but he 
must take the examiner out for a ride and 
show his proficiency and his calmness in

The great automobile peril in America to- 
day is that any man who can get pos- 
session of au auto is at liberty to run it 
on the road as fast as he likes—for police 
regulations as to speed amount practically 
to nothing. 

To stop all this recklessness I urge that 
no one be permitted to run an automobile 
until his ability has been certified by a 
competent gov rernment expert.

HY do German thinkers so often live 

W to an age well toward the century 

mark? 

That they I've to be older than the gcnius- 
es of other countries has been proved by 
Statistics. A few days ago Prof. Rudolf 
Virchow celebrated his eightieth birthday; 
Theodore Mommsen, the historian, his 
eighty-fourth birthday; Albert Traeger, the 


gy and poet, his seventy- eighth birth- 
ay 


This trio of German geniuses had some 
traits in common. They all worked hard, 
seldom took vacations, and were of sedent- 
ary habits. Then went through all the 
vicissitudes of radical politicians in Ger- 
many, as well as the ups and downs of lit- 
erary and scientific labor, but they were 
always too busy to worry much. 


Every one of the three has spent 50 years 
in fighting for his nis opinions. “I always 


keep on working until my day's work is 
done, said Virchow at 80 years. ‘“‘Some- 
times to get to bed at 5 o’clock. When I am 
working I eat little, but when my work is 
done and my mind cleared of all problems 
I enjoy a very hearty meal of any:hing that 
tastes good. 

“For luncheon I have two small sand- 
wiches of vegetables or easily digested meat 
and a glass of beer.“ 

Virchow’'s writings on various scientific 
topics would make up a score of volumes. 
Besides that, he has always been an active 
member of the Reichstag, in the Liberal 
party, and was in jail for his opinions in the 
year 1850. 

On his way to his wedding he was seized 
by the police as a political offender, and 
when finally he reached the church his 
bride was in tears and the guests were 
leaving. 

But in spite of the many episodes in his 
life that have been almost as exciting as 
this, Virchow says that he never worries. 
“IT have accomplished an immense amount

of work,“ he declares, by the process of 
working steadily all of the time. When my 
mind wearles I rest it by passing to another 
topic.’”’ 

When Theodore Mommsen, the Roman 
historian and Berlin professor of laws, was 
30 years old government authorities de- 
scribed him as that Mommsen well drilled 
in the art of raising hades.” 

His life has been passed largely in tur- 
moll, although he has entirely the temper 
of the scholar. In appearance he has the 
“‘windschief look,” as the Germans say of 
“Alter Fritz.’’ 

Small and pale as a ghost is Mommsen, 
never weighing more than 100 pounds and 
looking as if a breeze would blow him 
away. In 1848 he was imprisoned for his 
radical views, and he has been the 
stormy petrel of Fatherland politics ever 
since. 

Someone asked him his secret of living a 
long while. He answered, smiling shrewdly, 
in this paraphrase: 

“I think, therefore I live.” 


ARTIFICIAL DIAMONDS 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 31 
Special Correspondence of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
HE production of dlamonds by arti- 
ai ficial means is no longer a mere 
theory. The manufacture of the 
precious stones has been proven possible 
and practical by two chemists of this city, 
who, after experiments covering a period 
of five years, have made ready to an- 
nounce their discovery to the world. 

The two men are Louis H. Schulmeyer, 
chemist, and Henry Reitz, chemist and 
eletcrician. Both are well known among 
scientists of Indiana. 

The two investigators have labored cease- 
lessly in the development of their process. 
Although, to begin with, obstacles beset 
them on every hand, police raided their 
laboratory established in a Virginia ave- 
nue basement and carried away some of 
their mechanical devices, they held stead- 
fastly to their work, devoting the night to 
their labors to prevent the curious from 


discovering and betraying their plans. The 
ordering of machinery was accomplished 
with the utmost secrecy, different portions 
being distributed among machinists in va- 
rious localities, in order to prevent dis- 
closure. 

Their laboratory was always locked. The 
doors and windows were made doubly 
strong by steel bars. The light by which 
they worked was produced by their own 
electrical engines; everything in fact, was 
done to prevent strangers from intruding. 


Before a furnace whose temperature 
ranged at 7000 degrees Fahrenheit much 
of their work, perforce, was accomplished. 
Often times with their hands and faces 
blistered by the heat they were obliged to 
delay their operations, until the burned skin 
healed. During such delays, however, they 
were not idle. When physical labor became 
an impossibility, they bent their energies 
toward the theoretical portions of the pro- 
cess. 

Finally, the development reached such a 
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the two investigators produced diamonds 
ranging in weight from an infinitesimal 
quantity to three-quarters of a carat, . 
the same time, they were able te produce 
stones of any color, 


When it was found that the 
failed to crystalize in practical shape, they 
were crushed and sold as diamond dust. 
Schulmeyer and Reitz first became inter- 
ested in the experiments by following the 
results obtained by French investigators, 
These had failed ta, produce stones that 
were of heavy enough weight to prove of 
practical value in the competition with na- 
ture’s product. 
Nevertheless their experiments furnished 
the foundation for the success attained by 


cast-iron crucible, submitted both metals to 
an intense heat. When the tron had ab- 
sorbed the carbon under this treatment it 


suddenly in a bath of molten lead, Through 
the contraction of the outside of the iron 
crucible a tremendous force was brought te 
bear on the melted carbon within. As a ré< 
sult of the contraction the carbon was 
crystallized and the diamonds, exactly on 
the principle of their natural production, 
were formed on the surface of the cooled 
iron. 

Schulmeyer and Reits, however, discov~ 
ered that this process was capable of pro- 
ducing only small stones 


At there is to be any real practical value 
in guch a discovery,” they declared, “the 
gems must be of larger size.” 

Instead of the cast-iron Schulmeyer pro- 
duced an alloy that will absorb carbon 
more quickly’ and more thoroughly than 
any other known substance. Reits set to 
work to overcome the pressume problem. 
He produced, as a result of his experiments, 
pumps that will bring to bear on every 
square inch of the surface of the heated — 
mass 40,000 pounds of pressure,

A FIGHT in midair—a desperate battle 


on the end of the yardarm of a ship 

at sea—a fierce struggle a hundred 
feet above a yawning abyss of water, fol- 
lowed by a terrible murder! 

Such is the story told by Mate George 
Donald Blyth of the bark Clydesdale, now 
in New York. 

The tragedy occurred on the Pegasus, a 
full-rigged ship, of which Mate Blyth was 
first officer last year. The Pegasus was 
bound from Oregon to Queenstown with a 
caro of grain. 

The crew consisted of 18 men, including 
Charles Hatton and George Klinger. 

It was owing to the enmity existing be- 
tween Klinger and Hatton that the awful 
tragedy occurred. Mate Blyth was a wit- 
ness. He has supplied the facts of this 
narrative. 

When the Pegesus left Portland on her 
long voyage of 108 days the ship’s company 
seemed a fairly agreeable one. Men bound 
on such jengthy trips, cooped up in the 
narrow confines of a ship, try to accomo- 
date themselves to conditions and to put 
up with each other as far as possible. 
There are generally to be found, however, 
several men who soon start out to make 
themselves generally disagreeable. 

Such a man was Charles Hatton, the big 
American sailor, who had sailed many seas 
and fought many fights. He was 26 years 
old, had the muscles of a Hercules and went 
about continually with a chip, on his 
shoulder. 

A word spoken by another man in jest 
and misunderstood by Hatton was immedl- 
ately ‘followed by a blow from the clinched 
fist of the fighter. 

Tt was not long after the Pegasus had 
left Portland that Hatton assumed the 
post of bully of the ship. Even the officers 
digliked to order him to perform the ordt- 
nary duties of a sailor. 

As modern ships are run with the mini- 
mum number of able seämen, Hatton was 
an important personage on board. Most of 
the crew consisted of apprentices, or raw 
sailors. who knew little enough about sall- 
oring. 

Here and there about the deck of the 
Pegasus were winches and mechanical de- 
vices for hauling the sails up and down. 
Good sailors were not needed except in 
emergencies. 

The only other man on the Pegasus who 

amounted to anything besides Hatton was 
George Klinger. He was an elderly man, 
of auiet manner and inoffensive disposi- 
tion. Having followed the sea for more 
than 80 years, he knew the ropes’ better 
than any other man on board. 
It was George Klinger whom Hatton 
singled out for the purpose of venting his 
hatred against the ship and its crew of 
“blacksmiths,’’ as he called them. 

Klinger was the only rival Hatton had on 


‘board. He would not toady or knuckle un- 


der to the great bully. He knew more 
seamanship than Hatton, and he seemed 
to be in favor with the officers and the 


crew. 
Hatton determined to break Klinger. He 


‘never lost an opportunity to taunt him. He 


never failed to question his statements be- 
fore the rest of the men when they were 
gathered together in the forecastle during 
the dog watch spinning the yarns which 
Jack Tar. knows so well how to spin. 

If Kiinger expressed an opinion, Hatton 
Was ready to uphold the contrary; if Kling- 
er made a remark, Hatton rebuked and re- 
viled him; if Klinger did not please Hatton, 
the bully threatened to do. him up.“ 

Hatton succeeded in making himself thor-

Before he could explain to Hatton what 
had taken place he received a stinging 
blow in the face. For a moment his hands 
relaxed, he let go the yardarm and would 
have fallen into the sea, a hundred feet 
below, had not his arm caught in the foot 
rope. 

Painfully he climbed back on the swing- 
ing yard. It is said that a sailor’s every 
finger is a fishhook. It was due to this 
fact probably that Klinger was enabled 
to catch himself as he did. 

As he got back on the yard Hatton 
came over nearer to him. Klinger was 
on the outer end of the yard. He could 
not escape. He started to draw from its 
case the sheath-knife which every sailor 
holds in his belt, but before he could do 
s0 Hatton reached forward, pulled Kling- 
ers head under his arm and began pum- 
melling him in the face. Klinger’s head 
was in what pugilists call ‘chancery.’ 
He could do nothing but hold on and take 
all the punishment Hatton chose to give 
him. 

Hatton, finding that Klinger offered no 
resistance, soon desisted from his brutality. 
Administering a few parting blows, he 
started for the deck. 

In the meantime all the men on deck 
were watching the fight. In the light of 
the coming dawn they could see the 
clinched forms of the two men aloft. They 
heard the loud cursing of Hatton and the 
low muttering of Klinger. 

Hatton's abuse was so vociferous that 
the second officer was aroused from sleep 
in the cabin and came on deck to inquire 
the cause of the trouble. 

When the mizzen royal had been fixed 
Hatton came down to the deck. He re- 
ported to the officer that all was well 
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aloft, but seemed to be in so ugly a humor 
that the officer did not question him con- 
cerning the fight. 

Hatton went to the forecastle. The men 
thought that he intended to turn in,, as it 
was his watch below. 

Instead he soon appeared on deck He 
was stripped to the watst. The great mus- 
clés of his arms stood out like whipcords. 

He walked up and down by the mizzen 
ratlines, casting his angry glance at Kling- 
er, who was still aloft. 

Klinger, being rather aged, was slower 
in his movements than Hatton, and it took 
him some time to reach the deck. Besides, 
he was in great pain from the beating Hat- 
ton had given him.

HOW WHITE WAX IS MADE 


& HINESE white wax is secured from 
insects by the ingenious Celestials. 
These insects are found in brown, 
pea-shaped excrescences attached to an ev- 
(rgreen called insect tree. These excre- 
scences or galls are gathered in May and 
placed on what is known as a wax tree, 
which is a stump with many willowlike 
branches rising from its top. Twenty or 
thirty galls are made into a packet inclosed 
in a leaf or the wood oil tree, fastened to- 
gether with rice straw and suspended close 


to the branches. 

On emerging from the galls the insects 
creep up the branches, to which they at- 
tach themselves, and at once begin forming 
a coating of wax that attains a thickness 
of a quarter of an inch in three months. 

Then the branches are cut off, and, after 
the removal of as much wax as possible by 
hand they are placed in a kettle of hot 
water, when the remaining wax floats on 
the surface, and the insect’s career of use- 
fulness is ended.

Been Purchased on Lin- 
dell Boulevard and 
Ground Will Be Broken 
Next Month. 


HE Christian Scientists of St. Louis 
will dedicate their new First Church 
of Christ on Lindell boulevard, about 

300 feet west of Boyle avenue, in the spring 
of 1903, in time for the World's Fair. Ground 
will be broken for the foundation in De- 
cember of this year. 

Like other Christian Science churches in 
this country the design of the St. Louis 
church will be classic with Greek details. 
It will cost in the nighborhood of $100,000. 

In accordance with Christian Science 
ideals the architectural lines of their church 
buildings nearly always follow the purity 
and beautiful simplicity of the Greek 
school. This appeals to the Christian Sci- 
entists more nearly than the conventional 
ecclesiastical ideas used by other churches 
in their places of worship.. 

The Christian Scientists in the past few 
years have built some notable churches in 
this country, the most beautiful of which is 
the pure white classical bullding of marble 
at Central Park West in New York City, 
known as the Second Church of Christ, 
Scientist, which cost about $300,000. 

The first Christian Science church built 
in this country was the Mother Church in 
Boston, which was erected about ten years 
ago at a cost of $160,000. This church 18 
Romanesque in character and is surmount- 
ed by a tower. Since then Christian Science 
churches have followed a simple and more 
classic design, without spire or tower or 
similar ornamentation. 

In Chicago are three Christian Science 
churches each of which cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000. New York has three 
churches, Kansas City, one; San Francisco, 
one, and St. Louls will follow with one 
quite as beautiful as any next year. 

The First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
St. Louls was designed by the architects 
Mauray. Russel & Garden. The outside 
dimcustOnus of the building are 98 feet front 
by 150 fret deep. The materials will be 
Carthage stone, gray brick and terra 


cotta. 

The requirements of the Christian Science 
service demand a large and unobstructed 
auditorium, and this has influenced the 
architects to work on classical rather than 
ecclesiastical lines. The plans of this 
church are therefore somewhat unlike those 
of ordinary church edifices. On the first 
floor entrance is gained to the church 
through a vestibule 12 feet wide and 29 
feet long, at one end of which is a cloak 
room 16 by 16 feet, and at the other a room 
for the distribution of Christian Science lit-

MALIA KUSSNER., now Mrs, Coudert, 
the famous miniaturist, who has 
painted every crowned head in Eu- 
rope, has just returned from Darmstadt, 
enthusiastic over a remarkable artistio ex- 
hibition which she witnessed there. 

Not since the days when Oscar Wilide 
introduced the sunflower as a fashionable 
decoration and Gilbert and Sullivan wrote 
their great operetta Patience“ has there 
deen so violent an upheaval in European 
art as that which is happening today. The 
“greenery-yalier’’ garments which were 
then a feature of fashion, which origin- 
ed in the private views at the Grosvenor 
Gallery., were a theme of conversation all 
over the world for a time, but ridicule soon 
killed them. 

This new movement, which originated in 
France and which is being developed in 
Germany, may possibly have a healthier, 
longer life. 

That there was a radical change of ideas 
on all questions of art was first apparent 
in the Paris Exhibition, when the Lalique 
jewelry took the fashionables by storm. 
This year after the Homburg season, the 
movement became general and people be- 
gan to talk about the Darmstadt exhibi- 
tion. One fashionable hotel in Paris, the 
Bedford, has recently been decorated in ac- 
cordance with the new art. 

The Darmstadt exhibition is the work of 
the artists’ colony there, of which Herr 
Peter Behrens is the moving spirit. The 
artists were fortunate in enlisting the sym- 
pathies of the Grand Duke Ernest of Hesse 
in their cause, and it is mainly owing to 


mis support and munificence that the pres- 


*~ 


ent exhibition was rendered feasible. 

The grand duke gave the ground on 
which the exhibition now stands and has 
furthered its interest in every way in nis 
power. It consists of several buildings, 
each surrounded by a garden laid out in 
keeping with the architecture of the house, 
with beds fantastic in shape and brilliant 
in color. 

Within the houses, from cellar to attic, 
are furnished in the new art style. 

The origin of the movement is perhaps 
best explained in the words of Herr Behr- 
ens. There is,“ he says, in every work 
of art that comes into being, however small 
it be, a divine thought, and only tho 
Gepth of the thought makes the greatness 
of a work manifest. But in spite of the 
Greatness of its worth it may be isolated 
from its environment and its time; in spite 
of its inner harmony it may be felt out of 
harmony with the life that surrounds it.“ 

Herr Behrens goes on to insist that all 
the fendency of art, as we have learned to 
know ‘t, has been in isolated branches of 
it, such as painting, deulptures, etc., but 
that no effort has been made to introduce 
harmony of art into everyday life. 

This in the main is the purpose of the 
exhibition—to show that the new art can 
be introduced into the everyday affairs of

“What do you consider to be the motif 
of the school?“ Miss Kussner was asked. 

J take it,“ she replied, that the idea 
originated in the first place from the new 
method of mounting precious stones con- 


.ceived by a well-known artist and known 


as the Laliquo jewelry, which for a time 
monopolized the windows of the great jew- 
elers in Rue de la Paix. 

The infection, it seems, has spread to 
the painter, the sculptor, the cabinet- 
maker and even to the architect. At Darm- 
stadt we find that the new school has its 
disciples not only in the arts but even in 
the handicrafts. 
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It spreads through every phase of do- 
mestic economy.“ 

“Exactly, what do you men by that?’ 

“I mean that at the Darmstadt Exposition 
the cook bakes her bread in a ‘new art’ 
pan, while the lady of the house plays on 
her ‘new art’ piano. 

In one’s mind one can see a ‘new art’ 
lady with green hair stepping into her ‘new 
art’ victoria, drawn by a pair of polka- 
dotted ponies. 

“But that is a vision of the future. The 
exhibition at present consist of seven butld- 
ings, a large exhibition hall, a theater, a 
restaurant and one or two smaller private 
houses, all designed and furnished througk- 
out in the ‘new art’ style. 

„It is a complete ‘new art’ town with 
every house surrounded by its gardens 
ablaze with flowers and musical with foun- 
tains, and, I believe, the artists who de- 
signed it will inhabit their own creation.” 

„Does not the color scheme strike one as 
a little startling?’’ 

„Undoubtedly it is to anyone not yet 
acclimatized to the ‘new art.’ A vivid 


green roof and bright pink walls consti!- 
tute one of the quieter color schemes, while 
the interior decorations and the hangings 
are positively glaring throughout.” 


How did the exnibition impress you as 
a whole?“ 


“One's first sensations, I think, are of 
surprise and edmiration. There is some- 
thing so new and fresh about it all ‘that 
one almost involuntarily exclaimg ‘How 
lovely!’ 

“Every piece of furniture, every orna- 
ment, every line is in harmony and in keep- 
ing with the new style. The carpets and 
the hangings are all woven in special de- 
signs of most strikingly brilliant patterns. 


The dining room, for example, has tho 
table laid for dinner with a brilliant yellow 
cloth and napkins, with glasses of odd 
shapes and silver of grotesque models. 
Upstairs in the bedrooms you find the same 
thing, a ‘new art’ bed confronting the ‘new 
art’ paintings and designs of the most 
startling kind. In the wardrobes there are 
‘new art’ clothes, even including ‘new art’ 
footgear.”’ 


“Tt hardly sounds comfortable,” the cor- 
respondent suggested. 

No,“ replied Miss Kussner. “I think the 
‘new art’ bed would give me ‘new art’ 
dreams—or nightmares. Seriously, most of 
the exhibits are, I think, to a cultivated 
taste too grotesque and unrestful in de- 
sign and in coloring to be pleasing. 

„At the same time there are undoubtedly 
many objects of great originality and ar- 
tistic interest. One of the gems of the 
exhibition is a fountain which represents 
a grotto hewn in living rock. 

There is a figure of a young man kneel- 
ing to catch the water as it trickles. from 
a fissure into the palm of his hand. The 
design is beattiful and quite original, and 
some of the other pieces of statuary are 


no less praiseworthy. 


“Then do you believe that the ‘new art’ 
is really a development that has come to 
stay, or is it only a passing phase?” 

That.“ replied Miss Kussner, “is a point 
on which I should not care to dogmatize. 
The movement is at present in its infancy, 
and it would be rash to prophesy about its 
development.”

She is the wife of Kazua Hatoyama, a 
student at Yale 20 years ago, who journeyed 
from Tokio, where he is a professor in the 
Imperial University, to New Haven, for the 
week of the Yale celebration. They are the 
guests of Mrs. George Ladd, who lectured 
on Philosophy two years ago in Tokio, and 
to whom ten other Japanese guests are 
coming this week. 

Her name is Hara, which is Spring.“ 
Her face is oval and olive, with wide-set, 
wide-open eyes. Her black hair is high on 
her head, and caught at the side by the 
breast of a strange bird, fashioned in a 
pompom. She is a bit of Buddha-land 
which America seldom sees.

HIKRTY or forty dresses are not many 
et for a Japanese lady to have when 
you remember they are the collection 

of a lifetime, maybe. 

Now, see, your women have ten, fifteen 
dresses in one year. Next year the style, 
you say, all changes. You throw these 
away and ask for new. Well, in Japan we 
have three—first, maybe, new in one year, 
and the next year there is nodnew style. 
We have these three, five more, but the 
first are still very nice. So for many years 
till we have a great number, all very nice. 
Bo we may have @, 70 dresses, but we 
have them the way you have your furnit- 
* f 
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ture in your home—a piece and a piece at 
a time. 

And these go to the oldest daughter, too. 
She is very proud to have them—nicer than 
her own from the merchants. In my coun- 
try your mother’s dress made into yours 1s 
better to have than a new one. It is neces- 
sary only to change them a little, and our 
women can do things very well with their 
hands. Every Japanese woman knows how 
to maké the kimona. 

Dress reform? I remember. They told me 
in Washington how I wear, what you say, 
dress reform because I have the high waist 
and what is loose. Now they say, WI ll 
you have dress reform in Japan?“ Now, 
when you reform our kind of dress in Japan 
it will be to wear shorter skirts and Amer- 
ican waists. When you reform you wear 
long straight skirts and Japanese waists. 
I wish I can tell you which is the reform! 

All the white things they are almost 
American, only we have not the lace and 
the ribbon. We have very fine embroidery 
or else no embroidery, and we have the 
thin silk. But we have not the lace all in 
our stockings Uke yours. We have them 
of silk that we could draw through a tiny, 
tiny ring. 

Now you will see. I have nothing grand 
as your American dresses—with something 
that shines sewed all over them, You all 
like things that shine. 

Oh, yes, we do imitate the American la- 
dies. Why may we not? They are the 
happiest race of women in the world—ex- 
cept the—how do you say?—secret race who 
love some one very much. They are the 
only really happy ones. To be like you is 
why we have a class in Tokio called—it is 
a curious name we think, too—the Interro- 
gation Club. We speak only Fnglish, only 
English. Whenever there is 1 English or 
American lady in Tokio we invite, we 
do. Then e Be, 
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„de pick her brains“ I read that in 
your American book—your Emerson—on the 
steamer. I read your Longfellow, too, on 
the steamer, so I would know. 

I belong to very nice clubs in Toklo. We 
try to make education. The Women’s Edu- 
cational Correspondence Society, that is 
one. And the Women’s Health Society— 
that is one. We are all doing what we can 
to teach the English and the American 
customs. We want to teach the mothers. 
In your country you have to—what you 
say?—bring up your children. In Japan 
we must bring up the mothers for a while. 

In Japan with educated people, the moth- 
er studies now. She studies with her boys. 
And she does with her girls, too, among 
the very educated. She has them know 
English. She reads history, but in Japan- 
ese. All histories are translated in Japan- 
esé. I read all Green with my boys in En- 
giish.
